TEMPERATURE IN CHICAGO VESTERDAY 
Tower. Street level. 
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Chicago will éxperience the lowest tem- 
Levatena of the present cold wave today, 
when the mercury will drop to 7° or 8° below 
zero. Such is the prediction of Forecaster 
Cox of the Weather bureau. Even in the 
warmest hours of the day the thermometers 
will register 8° above. 

One comfort in this chilly news is that the 
cold will reach its climax during the day, 
although it will not be broken for two days 
more at least. In Chicago there will be but 
a slight fall of snow, if any. ‘ 

The mercury began its downward career 
afresh yesterday at 3-p. m. During the 
morning and early afternoon hours the 
weather had been warmer,. with an indica- 
tion that perhaps after all the cold snap 
was about over. But as the sun began to 
sink in the weet ‘the mercury began to sink, 
too, and at 9 o’clocK last night it had 
dropped to 8° bélow zero. 3 

‘* The cold spell has been the coldest of the 
Season, and it is the only real cold weather 
we have had this year,’ said Forecaster 
Cox last night. “The temperature un- 
doubtedly will fall to 6° below tonight, and | 
I do not think that at any time tomorrow 
he thermometer.will register higher than 
8° abeve, The force of the wave has been 
broken, and we may expect warmer weather 
in a few days. I cannot say now when the 
warm wave will arrive or where from. A 
curious thing about this wave is that it fol- 
lows close on the heels of the other one, 
there being but two days between.

At every 
bridge incline from morning until dark there 
were crowds of people gathered about some 
unfortunate beast that had fallen down and 
lay helpless. ° 

The streets seemed to be made slippery 
from the flying snow rather than from ice. 
The fine particles of drifting snow gave the 
sidewalks and paving stones an unusual 
polish as they were driven along by the icy 
north wind. In the down-town streets the 
pavements were almost bate of snow, but 
the sidewalks glistened with fine particles 
like the surface of a skating pond. Every 
pedestrian who cautiously felt his way along 
bovee street only added to the slippery condi- 

Although thousands of people received 
severe bumps and bruises, the chief sufferers 
appeared to be the draft horses. In no in- 
stance did their loads appear to be lessened 
and the patient animals, generally over- 
loaded in milder weather, offered a spectacle 
that would have merited the attention of the 
Humane society’s agents. 

Traffic Impedod at Bridges. 

At the approaches of the river bridges 
street car and other traffic was frequently 
tied up while drivers ‘were forced to cut hat- 
ness straps and cali for aid to get the fallen 
horses to their feet again. The approach 
to the Rush and Clark street bridges were icy 
slopes, Up which it was almost an impossi- 
bility for even the strongest team of draft 
horses’ to draw the usual load. In some in- 
stances horses were hitched to the rear ends 
of trolley ears, and.by using the electricity 
and the strength of the horses combined the 
bridge policemen.were able to clear the ap- 
proaches, till another horse fdll down or 
collapsed. from exhaustion, when the block- 
ade and delay were repeated. This was kept 
up as jong as there was any traffic in the 
streets. 

Street car rails and elevated railways were 
seriously affected, and there were narrow 
escapes from collisions on account of slip- 
pery rails. In the morning a Halsted street 
electric car crashed into a Chicago and Alton 
freight train close to the Halsted street lift 
bridge. The car was derailed and a passen- 
ger, Simon Laub, 4708 Indiana avenue, 45 
years old, was injured by jumping and 
falling. Several passengers were in the car, 
which was in charge of Motorman A. G. 
Waite and Conductor C, Capplass. The 
brakes Were applied in an endeavor to pre- 
vent a crash, but the wheels only slipped on 
the rails, Every one got out in safety but

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OPPOSES ‘THE ROGERS BILL. 


State Board of Health Will Present Two 
Substitutes for the Educa- 
tional Measure. 


ringfield, Jan. 28.—{Special.]—The 
of Health has declared against 
the educational bill prepared by Henry Wade 
Rogers, Presidént of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, which was presented in the House by 
Representative E. C. Curtis last Thursday. 
Members of the board think the BM! of Prés- 
ident Rogers will create an * educational 
trust,’ and will present two new bills to take 
the place of the one prepared by the Chicago 
educator. 

One of these bills, bearing on the subject 
of granting diplomas, has been prepared by 
Dr. J. A. Egan, Secretary of the Board of 
Health, and the other, regulating the grant- 
ing of charters to educational institutions, 
has been-drafted by James A. Rose, Secre- 
tary of State, Both will be presented to the 
General Assembly within a short time. 

The bill prepared by Dr. Egan provides 
that “it shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons, associatior, or corporation oper- 
ating under any general or special law of 
the State of Illinois, operating or conduct- 
ing any school, college, or university where 
the science of medicine, of pharmacy, or 
of dentistry are taught, to issue or to grant 
to any of its students or other persons any 
diplomas or other certificate of qualification 
in medicine, pharmacy, or dentistry unless 
said person or persons, association or cor- 
poration, shall first obtain permission so to 
issue said certificate or diploma from the 
State Board of Health, the State Board of 
Pharmacy, or the State Board of Dentistry 
of this State.” : | 

Violating of the law is punishable by a fine 
of from $100 to $1,000. 


The bill regulating the granting of ch.r-. 


ters to educational institutions provides that 
“ the Secretary of State shall not issue char- 
ters to persons, associations, or corpo-a- 
tions for the purpose of conferring degrees, 
diplomas, or other certificates or qualific.- 
tion in the science of medicine, or pharmacy. 
or dentistry, unless the application therefor 
is approved by the State Board of Health, 
the State Board of Pharmacy, or the State 
Board of Dentistry, respectively.” 

The bill also empowers the Secretary cf 
State:to revoke.the charter of any institu- 
tion of education upon the recommendation 
of either of these boards if the recommends- 
tion is accompanied by proof that the instl- 
tution is conducting a fraudulent business. 

It ts said these measures have the ap- 
proval of Governor Tamner. 


MRS. B. J. BENNING IS FOUND. 


Woman Who Disappeared on Jan. 16 
a Cot at Mercy Hospital 
—She May Die. 


Mrs. Barnatd’ J. Benning, who disap- 
peared from her husband and poverty- 
.stricken home on Jan. 16, has been found. 
She occupies a cot in Ward 9 at Mercy Hos- 
pital and the physicians there say that she 
is dying of injuries sustained on the day of 
her disappearance, when she was run Over 
by a wagon. 

Benning, who has been making daily visits 
to the Twenty-second Street Station in 
seareh of his wife. was informed of her 
whereabouts last evening. He at first mani- 
fested the most intense joy, but when told 
that she was in a hospital he bowed his 
head in grief. 

On the day of he? disappearance Mrs. 
Benning was crossing Twenty-fifth street 
at Wentworth .avenue, when she was run 
over by a wagon and rendered unconscious, 
She was takem to Mercy Hospital, where 
for some reason she gave her name as Mary 
McCarthy and a fictitious address. Yester- 
day, however, she told Dr. Backus who she 
was and Benning was then notified. Mrs. 
‘Benning is suffering from severe injuries 
and with her failing age they may prove 
fatal. 

Benning fs over 70 years old and his wife 
is over 60. The aged couple were at one 
time in prosperous circumstances in Canada. 
Behning was superintendent of construction 
when the Grand Trunk road was built. Re- 
cently he was employed by the Street de- 
partment, but old age compelled him to 
abandon work and since then he and his 
wife have beén living at 2416 Wentworth av- 
enue. During the last few weeks Mrs. 
Benning threatened to end her life and on 
Jan. 16. when shé¢ disappeared, her husband 
feared she had committed suicide,

LETTER FROM BRYAN ON TAMMANY 
JUST MADE PUBLIC. 


Written to Willis J. Abbott in March, 


1808, Regarding His Speaking im 
New York Last April-Croker Want- 


Speech—Bryan Asked fora Declara- 
tion of State's. Real Attitnde—Fight 
On Ever Since, 


New York, Jan. 28.—The undoubted lack of 
harmony between Mr. Croker and Tammany 
on one side and William J, Bryan on the 
other is partly explained by a-letter frem Mr. 
Bryan to Willis J. Abbott, written in March, 
1898, and given out by Mr. Abbott today. It 
is an ultimatum calling for peace or war. 
Mr. Abbott explains the circumstances in 
connection with it as follows: 

In March, 1898, some of Mr. Bryan's admirers 
in New York learned that he.expected to be in 
the East in the fo'lowing month and would pass 
through New York: ‘They came to me, saying 
that a reception should be given him and that 
he should be asked to speak. I responded that, in 
my opinion, the regular Democratic organization 
should be the one to give the reception, and that 
Mr. Bryan ought not to be asked to speak under 
any other auspices. I accordingly consulted Mr. 
Carroll, and was by him referred to Mr. Croker. 
Mr. Croker asked me to write to Mr. Bryan and 
find out whether he would be willing to speak 
in New York but refrain from discussing the 
money question. I wrote to Mr. Bryan accord- 
ing'y and received an answer. : 

This letter I wrote to Mr. Croker at the Demio- 
cratic club in order that he might have no illusion 
concerning Mr. Bryan's position. As Mr. Croker 
has now definitely antagonized the Democrats 
who hold to the Chicago platform, it is the belief 
of many friends of Mr. Bryan that this letter, in 
Which he declares that New York Democrats 
should show their hands or accept the hostility of 
the members of the party in the South and West, 
should be made public. ; 


Letter from Bryan. 
The letter of Mr. Bryan is as follows: 
“March 16, 1898.—Willis J. Abbott. New 
York—My Dear Mr. Abbott: lam just in re- 
ceipt of your letter. Please say to Mr. 
Croker that I shall not be able to come East 
until about April 13. At that time I shall 
be pleased to meet him and talk over the po- 
litical situation. If, as I have heard, he is 
compelied to leave for Europe before that 
time, express my regret to him. 
**T appreciate his invitation to speak there, 
but he will, upon reflection, realize that IT 


could not afford to make a speech upon the” 


lines suggested. The national platform de- 
clares the money question to be the para- 
mount issue, and I fully indorse that declara- 
tion. Sea believing I could not directly or inu- 
directly encourage any State to abandon the 
national platform. While the Democrats of 
the West and South have no right to force 
the national platform upon the people of 
New York, yet the Democracy of the nation 
does have a right to expect the Democrats of 
New York to stand by the platform or an- 
nounce their hostility. We ought to know 
whether the New York Democracy means 
peace or war. 

“To ignore the national platform in a 
State convention will be notice that the Dem- 
ocrats of New York are hostile to that plat- 
form, but lack the courage to declare it 
openly. 

In Doubt as to New York. 


“The platform of 1896 will be reaffirmed in 


1900, and I, for one, would like to know as 
soon as possible whether we are to regard 
the New York Democrats as allies or ene- 
mies. If the Democrats of New York invite 
me to speak in New York City while in the 
East I shall accept the invitation with pleas- 
ure, but it must be with the understanding 
that I shall not be restricted as to the subject 
of discussion. I do not care to be a guest 
where the Chicago platform is denied a 
hearing. 


“I believe that the restoration of bimeta!- * 


lism is necessafy, and that 16 to 1 is the only 
ratio at which bimetallism can be restored, 
and I have no right to expect favors from 
those who are hostile to this doctrine. I 
can say to bimetallism at 16 to 1 as Ruth said 
to Naomi: 

“*Entreat me not to leave thee, or to re- 
turn from following afitter thee: for whither 
thou goest I will go, and where thou lode- 
est I will lodge. Thy people shall be my 
people, and thy God my God. Where thou 
diest will I die, and there will I be buried. 
The Lord do so to me and 
but death part thee and mé.’ 

“ No one is compelled to accept my judg- 
ment, and I must myself be guided by it, 
and in my judgment the attempt to chain 
the nation to a gold standard is so cruel 
and wicked that I Would be beneath con- 
tempt if I should trade my convictions 
upon this subject for any political advan- 
tage which the New York Democrats might 
be willing to offer. 

“ Let me add another word: It is not only 
right that the New York State convention 
should stand by the Chicago platform, but 
it is good policy. Bimetaliism will be as 
strong in New York when it is fully under- 
stood as it is now in the West and South, 
and the sooner the Democracy of New York 


begins the defense of the Chitago platform 


the sooner the work of education will 


completed. To ignore the platform when 


all the States West and South indorse it will 
have all the force of a declaration against 
the platform, and such a course will make 
it more difficult to indorse the platform 
hereafter. 


‘New York Opposed Platform. 


‘“We were embarrassed in the last cam- | 


paign by the fact that the Democrats of 
your State went to Chicago to oppose the 
platform which was adopted. Unless the 
party in New York expects to repeat this 
experiment in 1900 it should lose no time in 
taking a firm stand upon the Chicago plat- 
form. iInurging this course upon Tammany 


and the Democracy of New York I ought to | 


suggest that the party in New York has 
something at stake as well as the party in 
the nation. 

“Tammany needs the Democracy of the 
nation as much as the national party needs 


Tammany, and Tammany should recognize | 
Democratic principles have too | 


this fact. 
firm a hold upon the plain people to give the 
party in any section any promise of success 
by abandoning them. Democracy was de- 
finéd at Chicago, and the definition is so sat- 
isfactory that no material change will be 
made in that definition for years to come. 
I hope the New York Democrats, for their 
good aswell as for the good of the party 
and country at large, will speedily bring 
themselves within the definition by giving 
an unqualified indorsement of the Chicago 
platform.

As they 
pushed their way through the crowd they 
fired three shots into the air, causing a small 
panic among the pedestrians. 

A. G. Robion, clerk. in a grocery at 568 
Madison street, pursued the thieves to the 
mouth of the alley, when they turned and 
fired five shots at him. 


Crowds of Shoppers Startled. 
Crowds of Saturday evening shoppers sur- 


rounded the scene of the robbery at.Ogden | 


avenue and Madison street, and when the 
glass was broken their excitement became 
intense. they saw the fleeing thieves 
several pedestrians gave chase, but were 
quickly checked by the shots fired by the 
fugitives. Women screamed and ran into 
stores and hallways in fear of the bullets, 
The sound of the shooting ettracted hun- 
dreds of people from neighboring stores, 
offices, and flats. é 

Policeman Williams heard the shots and 
hurried to the scene. He caught a glimpse 
of the thieves as they disappeared. in the 
alley, but they were so faraway that he was 
unable to follow them. The robbers had been 
seen in the vicinity an hour before they at- 
tacked the store, and they waited until they 
were sure no policeman was near before 
carrying out their designs. 

Besides other jewelry stolen the thicves 
carried off thirty-six trays of rings, most of 
which had diamond settings. A week ago

Barcelona, .Jan. 28.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of the Diario says he has discov- 
ered that the relations between General 
Otis and Rear Admiral Dewey are most 
strained, owing to the profound rivalry 
which exists between the land and sea forces 
of the United States in the islands. 

“The administrative morality of the Amer- 
icans,’” says the correspondent, “is below 
par. The gambling hells of Manila are 
taxed $1,200 each, and the police are high- 
waymen, who make arbitrary arrests, and 
then demand from $10 to $20 for the release 
of their prisoners.”’ — 

The correspondent further declares that 
the Americans have monopolized all the 
trade and swamped the markets with their 
products, rendering European competition 
impossible. As an instance of this he alleges 
that California wines are sold in Manila as 
genuine Bordeaux.

SPAIN WILL PAY INDEMNITY. 


Spaniards Who Lose by. Cession of the 
Philippines to’ United States to 
Be Reimbursed. 


Madrid, Jan. 28.—The reopening of ths 
Cortes is fixed for Feb. 20. The government 
will introduce a bill providing for the pay- 
ment of indemnity to Spaniards who have 
suffered through the cession of the Philip- 
pine Islands to the United States. 

The members of the opposition purpose to 
raise a debate on the wars in Cuba and the 
Philippine Islands.

Third and Part of Seventeenth Infantry 
to Sail for the Philippines on 
Feb. 1. 


Orders were issued yesterday by —— 
Sheridan for the departure of the seccn 
expedition to the Philippines. The force 
will include the T nfantry, now at 
Fort Snelling, Minn‘S<4nd four companies 
of the Seventeenth Infa , now at Colum- 
bus barracks, Ohio. The troops will leave 
their home stations tomorrow and sail from 
New York on Feb. 1 for Manila. 

Company B, at Fort Wayne, Mich., and 
Company D, at Fort Brady, Mich., of the 
Seventh Infantry will leave today for Fort 
Snelling to garrison the post during the 
absence of the Third Regiment in the Philip- 
pines.

SAYS CUBANS MUST BE PAID. 


Civil Governor of Havana Declares the 
‘Question Is the Most Serious the 
Americans Must Solve. 


Havana, Jan. 28.—Sefior Federico Mora, the 
Civil Governor of Havana, in an interview 
today declared that the question of the 
payment of the Cuban army was of much 
greater importance than the Washington 
government seems to realize. 

He said if the Cubans were to collect the 
customs of the island, which are their prop- 
ertyj their first action would be to meet 
Cuba’s sacred obligation to the army by the 
payment in full of the soldiers. But the 
customs administration being in the hands 
of the Americans, the Cubans make a simple 
business proposition to the United States 
government that it shall advance money to 
pay the troops, holding the customs as se- 
curity. If the Americans were not present, 
Sefior Mora further said, Cuba could easily 
obtain the necessary loan. , 

The distribution of this money to the army 
is essential to permit the country to proceed 
with the work of agriculture, which must 
form the foundation of its reconstruction. 

Sefior Mora has effected a reorganization 
of the departments of the civil government, 
which formerly numbered eight, but are now 
reduced to four. 

The civil Governor has established an ad- 
visory board of eight prominent citizens of 
Havana, with whom he will consult on all 
matters of importance. .

ENGLAND MAY PERMIT CESSION OF 
BELGIAN POSSESSIONS. 


African Territorial Dispute Between 
British and French in a Fair Way 
to Amicable Settlement—King Leo- 
pold Anxious to Give Up the Congo , 
Free State—London Spectator Urges 
Lord Salisbury to Agree to the Pro- 
posed Transfer.

Paris, Jan. 28.—The negotiations on the 
various disputes between England and 
France are taking unexpected ttrns, all 
of which are happily in the direction of 
peaceable settlements. 

M. Delcasse, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, is reported to have asked Sir Edward 
Monson, the British Ambassador, whether 
England will assent to France acquiring the 
Belgian possessions on the Congo in Africa 
over which France holds thé right of pre- 
emption. 

It is understood that M. Delcasse has 
sounded the King of the Belgians, who is 
willing to get rid of the territory that is 


costing wis country an outlay she is no long- 
er able to meet. 


| Urges England to Agree. 

London, Jan. 28.—The Spectator, referring 
to the report that France wishes to acquire 
the Belgian Congo Free State, argues that 
Lord Salisbury ought to agree to the propo- 
sition, as Great Britain has no interests 
there except in the cession of a strip of terri- 
tory for the railway and telegraph lines 
from the Cape to Cairo. 

It is doubtful, adds the Spectator, whether 
France in acquiring the Congo territory will 
consent to cede the required strip unless she 
finds Germany offering Great Britain con- 
cessions for the line along the east side of 
Lake Tanganyika.

NEW MOVE IN DREYFUS CASE. 
Special Act of Parliament Proposed to 
Take Trial Before Entire Court 
of Cassation. 


Paris, Jan. 28.—A semi-official note issued 
this afternoon says that at an extraordinary 
meeting the Cabinet has decided that the 
Minister of Justice, M. Labret, shall submit 
to the Chamber of Deputies on Monday 
next a bill providing that cases of trial re- 
visions are to be brought before the united 
sections of the Court of Cassation whenever 
the criminal section shall have pronounced | 
upon the admissability of an application for 
the revision of a previous judgment and 
shall proceed with a preliminary inquiry 
conducted by a delegation congisting of 
mcre than one-third of all the members of 
the court. | 

In the preamble of the bill the government, 
reciting the conclusions of M. Mazau, the 
First President of the Court of Cassation, 
on the charges brought by M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire, the President of the civil sec- 
tion of that court, at the timeof his resigna- 
tion, will say: 

“From the facts adduced by M. Mazau 
it would not be wise to intrust the judgment 
of the Dreyfus affair to the criminal section 
alone.” 

A lively discussion of the bill is expected ‘ 
to take place in the Chamber of Deputies, 
though the measure probably will be finally 
voted. 

‘The facts adduced in M. Mazau’s report 
are not, it is said, sufficient to lead to the 
disciplinary measures against the Criminal

Captain Funkhouser Resigns. 

Captain M. L. C. Funkhouser, representing 
the First Illinois Infantry, has resigned from

Turner Upholds His Men. 

“I do not believe that the boys of the 
First Regiment are unwilling to work,”’ said 
Colonel Turner yesterday. ‘‘ Most of them 
are unfit to do any hard work. I know how 
it is with the officers of the regiment. I 
have been ill four times since I returned 
from Cuba, and I don’t seem to be able to 
shake the illness off. Lieutenant Colonel 
Lauman and Captain Funkhouser and most 
of the other officers are in the same condi- 
tion, and what 4s true of the officers must be 
true of the men.

He asked for a 
building in the down-town district as head- 
quarters for the bureau and said: 

*It could be used as a meeting place for 
all kindred organizations.

ALEX. BEAUBIEN’S BIRTHDAY. 


Chicago’s Oldest Settler 77 Years Old 
Yesterday—Talks of Dead 
Chief Pokagon. 


' Alex Beaubien, Chicago’s oldest settler, 
‘celebrated his 77th birthday yesterday at his 
home, J8 Whipple street. Mr. Beaubien, 
who has been for years connected with the 
Police department at the Harrison Street 
Station, did not indulge in any undue fes- 
tivities, as he is just recovering from the 
grip and did not feel that he had the strength 
to meet all his friends. This concession will 
be postponed until April 2; next when he will 
celebrate his golden wedding. 

“On that date I intend to have a house 
warming,’ said Mr. Beaubien. ‘I shall in- 
vite all my friends and there will be a band 
of music and other things to make the event 
an agreeable one. I was taken sick with 
the grip a week ago and have had a hard 
time. I shall try and resume work on Mon- 
day if. I am able. 

** Yes, I am the oldest man in Chicago who 
was born in this city. I am told that the 
registration of my birth, Jan. 28, 1822, is on 
filé at St: Mary’s Catholic Church. I was 
not baptized until 1830, when Father Stephen 
Baden came to Chicago with old Chief Poka- 
gon from Michigan. Father Baden stopped 
at my father’s house, and as there was no 
church in Chicago those days my mother 
took advantage of the opportunity to have 
Father Baden baptize me. I never met Chief 
Pokagon, who just died in Michigan, until 
the time of the World's Fair. He was there 
with his son, who was in charge of an ex- 
hibition of Indian curiosities. The old chief 
I remember well. He was a good, intelli- 
gen nian, who believed in the uplifting of 
his race. 

“1 did not know the last Chief Pokagon 
nearly so well as I did his father, the old 
chief,” said Mr. Beaubien. “ I saw old Chief 
Pokagon frequently. The government paid 
the Indians their annuity at Fort Dearborn, 
and Pokagon, whenever he came to Chicago, 
would stop over some time. He always was 
a guest of my. father, and in this way I 
came to know him. 

“In 1886 the government stopped paying 
the Indians at Fort Dearborn; in fact, they 
were driven away from this territgry. Their 
reservation was changed to the one they 
occupied later at Paw Paw Grove, Ogle 
County, this State. Most of the Indians left 
for that territory, ,but old Pokagon and his 
followers held their ground in Michigan and 
staid there. It was their religion that kept 
them there and caused them to separgte 
from their fefiows. 

“Qld Pokagon died some years later and 
his son took his name and his title of chief. 
1 do not remember him during the early 
days, but 1 have no doubt he paid many a 
visit to Fort Dearborn with his father.

CAN USE BURIED TROLLEY 


CITY ELECTRICIAN ELLICOTT AN- 
SWERS OBJECTIONS TO SYSTEM. 


Sayw the Sewers Aré Ample to Drain 
the Conduits So That Water Need 
Not Interfere with the Current of 
Electricity—Prooft Afforded by the 
Underground’ Telephone, Tele- 
graph,and Light Wires—R. B. Mitch~- 

ell May Secure Garbage Contract, 


n Ellicott submitted a.state- 

Harrison yesterday on the 
subject of the underground trolley in ree 
cago, in which he took the ground tha ‘. 
was perfectly feasible. He referred to the 
manner in which cable roads had been 
changed to underground trolley in New 
York and Washington, saying the same 
thing. could be done here without trouble, 
and then coming to the subject of drain- 
age and the claim that in Chicago the con- 
duits would fill with water—the thing about 
which there is the most serious contention 
—he said North Clark, Wells, La Salle, and 
Dearborn streets had sewers from nine to 
eleven feet below the street surface, and all 
the business district was equally well 
drained. Continuing, he says: oni 

Numerous catch-basins are conn o these 
sewers, and in any case, except a flood should 
occur, there is certainly capacity enough to carry 
all surface water away, and the surface water is 
all we have to deal with. Assuming that water 
should at some time run into the condult—is it 
not more than large enough to carry off ail the 
water that could possibly run through the slot ?— 
there is no danger of i entering through any 
Other onening, as none exists. 

And war pon ere the water that does flow through 
the slot follow along the bottom of the conduit to 
suitably arranged catch-basins and from them 
to sewers; or, if the fall is not sufficient, why not 
force the water by means of pumps into the sewers? 
I say, and so will every unbiased engineer, that 
it is practicable to dispose of the water in this 
manner. You have a splendid illustration in the 
tunnels. For miles on the North Side and for 
quite a distance on the South Side there are two 
cable. conduits terminating at each end of the 
La Salle street tunnel, which is many feet below 
the river; but did you ever hear of the tunne! fill- 
ing up with water? Why should not all the water 
in these conduits run into the tunnel? For the 
simp’e reason that it is removed from these con- 
duits by some means, probably by connections to 
the sewers, and it is pumped from the tunnel. % 

The telephone company, Edison company, and 
the City of Chicago have built hundreds of man- 
holes in different parts of the city, varying in 
depth from five to eight feet; they do not make any 
other provision for draining them than to connect 
with the sewer; and at no time are they unable to 
do work in them on account of water. The cable 
conduits are not so deep as these manholes, and 
consequently less likey to be improperly drained 
_ if eonnected to the sewers. 

The sewers cannot back water into the man- 
holes, as traps are provided to prevent it. There 
“might be a combination of circumstances that 
would temporarily interfere with the underground 
service, but such a condition would probably cause 
the same interference with any system of electric 
traction. Overhead wires often break or become 
e with other wires, and I can rementber 

eral times in the last year when the cable sys- 
tem on the North Side was not in operation (and 
probably not caused by Water in the conduits). No 
system will give perfect service, and possib:y none 
would give better service than an underground 
trolley system in Chicago. 


Overhead Wires Dangerous. 

On the subject of overhead wires, which is 
a sdéte point with the fire department, Mr. 
Ellicott says: | 

Only last year the City of Chicago, poor as it 
is, incurred the expense of placing its own wires 
underground in North Wells street. Only a few 
small wires were maintained and a sing-e line of 
poles on each street, but they had to come down— 
the people demanded it—and now the proposition 
is ‘to put up twice as many poles. equipped with 
bare wires, bringing about a dangerous and un- 
desirabie condition of affairs, taking a step back- 
ward instead of forward, and all for the sole rea- 
son of saving a few thousand dol‘ars to a street 
railway company. 

Underground trolley has had a test in Ch'cago, 
but what kind of a test? Was it a test. and was 
it satisfactory or not? Some parts of the trans- 
actions are shrouded in mystery, but enough is 
known ‘to give some idea of the operation. What 
I say on this subject was told me by one who was 
interested and in a position to know, and I believe 
itis true. Before the bianket ordinances for over- 
head trolleys wete passed, it seems to have been 
necessary to prove the underground system a fail- | 
‘ure. \About a mile of this system was built in a 
A conduit about fourteen inthes 
in diameter was provided and. insufficiently 
drained; poor insuiation was devised for the con- 
tact wires; the curves were too narrow and rigid. 
The conduit filled up’ and stood ful! of water at 
different points, but the system worked for several 
months, and even while some changes were in 
progress to remedy slight difficu:ties the road was 
paid for and continued to be operated by the pur- 
chasers until they wanted it to fail, and the 
reason given was that it wouid not stand the test 
of time. 

The report also calls attention to the fact 
that the sleet-storms common in Chicago 
stop the overhead trolley. Professor John : 
P. Barrett, who has made the trolley a study 
since its invention and who early antago- 
nized Mr. Yerkes by opposing the overhead 
System, stands ready to stake his reputa- 
tion on the practicability of the underground 
trolley in Chieago. Other experts with whom 
Mr. Ellicott has been in conference hold the 
same opinion and, as shown by the latter’s 
report, declare the drainage objection to be 
a blind’and a trick. 

Garbage Bids Considered. 

The Finance committee of the City Coun- 
cii considered the garbage contract yesier- 
day afternoon and while it postponed final 
action till next Wednesday, it was Prac: | 
tically decided that the recommendation 
would be in favor of awarding the contract 
to R. B. Mitchell of San Francisco, whose 
bid for collection and disposal of the garbage 
was $555,000. The other bidders were Pat- 
Trick Mulcgire at $510,000, and Henry Mc- 
Donald at $626,000. Although Mitchell’s bid 
was $25,000 in excess of Mulcaire’s, yet it 
was for a full year, while Mulcaire’s was till 

31, 1899, and as the contract cannot be 
signed till after the appropriation bill is 
passed, which will be some time in March, 
the Mitcheil bid will be scaled down at the 
rate of $1,152 a day for every day after Jan. 
1, 1890, until the contract is let, so that if it 
is not signed till March 1 the price will be 
$473,907. Under these conditions Commis- 
sioner McGann figured Mitchell as the low- 
est bidder and the Finance committee took 
the same view of it. ; . 

Mitcheil, Mulcaire, and McDonald all ap- 
peared before the commuitee. McDonald 
said he would destroy the garbage at a 
crematory .to be erected in the Town of 
Palos, where he already has a rendering es- 
tablishment for the dead animals coilected 
under his contract with the city.

STRIVING TO SECURE A JURY. 


Trial of Men Charged with Murder of 
John Finnegan Halted Because of 
Trades Union Feeling. 


A special venire of twenty-eight talesmen 
was exhausted early yesterday afternoon in 
Judge Gary's court, where three union labor 
men are on trial for murder. Michael E. 
Sullivan, James Sullivan, and William E. 
Cavanaugh are the defendants. Their con- 
nection with the Stonecutters’ union is 
gttmg an obstacle in the way. of obtaining 
a jury. 

Richard Russell of South Chicago was the 
only man added to the list of eight already 
secured, but he has not been sworn. 

Over seventy-five talesmen have been ex- 
amined since the trial began three daysago, 
and the venires of the other courts have 
been drawn upon until they have been ex- 
hausted. Monday another special venire 
will be issued by Judge Gary. 

The great difficulty in selecting jurors has 
been found in their antipathy or fondness 
for labor unions. John Finnegan, who was 
killed, was a member of the Hoisting En- 
gineers’ society, and, the witnesses for the 
State will be members of the same union. 
The witnesses for the defense will be largely 
members of the Stonecutters’ union. 

Finnegan, it is alleged, was attacked in the 


Building while on his way to attend a meet- 
ing of the Hoisting Engineers, beaten and 
thrown down-stairs, receiving injuries which 
resulted in his death the next day. The 
affair took place on June 30. 

John Weber, who was with Finnegan at 
the time, was also roughly treated and re- 
ceived a broken leg. Since the occurrence 
he has left the city and is now in Pennsylva- 
nia. His absence weakens the prosecution. 


RICHELIEU HOTEL IS LEASED. 


Firm Takes Famous Hostelry and Will 
Transform It Into Furniture 
F actory. 


The old Richelieu Hotel, for many years 
one of the famous hostelries of Chicago, is 
to be made into a furniture factory. 

Harpen Bros. have secured the leasehold 
of the hotel for $75,000 and wil! immediately 
begin the work of reconstructing the build- 
ing to meet the demands of their business. 
The front will be torn out and replaced with 
ornamental tron and glass work. The im- 
provements will cost $85,000 and are to be 
completed by April 15. 

The hotel, made famous under the manage- 
ment of H. V. Bemis, has been empty for 
over two years. 

As a hotel the Richelieu was famous the 
world over. The furnishings were on the 
richest and most expensive order, the table 
the best, the banquet-rooms marvels in deco- 
ration, and the wines something which the 
guests considered ‘equal to any stock in 
Paris. 

Many of the famous people visiting Chi- 
cago stopped at the Richelieu, but the scale 
of prices forbade extensive patronage, the 
hotel failed, and the gorgeous furniture was 
sold under the hammer. 


RULE AGAINST ADOLF KRAUS. 


Former Merit Board President Must 
File New Declaration in Slander 
Suit Against E. R. Bliss. 


In compliance with an order of Judge Gar- 
ver, entered yesterday, Adolf Kraus must 
file a new declaration in his $50,000 slander 
suit against BE.

“I should say that the municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities such as obtains in 
Glasgow is not practicable in Chicago,” said 
Robert Crawford, at the Auditorium Annex. 

Mr. Crawford is an ex-member of the cor- 
poration of Glasgow,justice of the peace, and 
Lieutenant of the county. He arrived in 
Chicago yesterday with a committee of 
prominent citizens of Glasgow in the inter- 
ests of the exposition which is to be held in 
that city in 1901. The other members of the 
committee, who also are at the Annex, are 
Thomas Mason and Michale Simons, both of 
whom are ex-members of the corporation

“I do not wish to convey the inference 
that I consider that different conditions ob- 
tain here from those to be found {th other 
large American cities,’’ continued Mr. Craw- 
ford, *“‘for my remarks apply to all large 
American cities where politics enter into the 
control of public utilities. It is upon this 
fact that I base my belief that municipal 
ownership cannot succeed here a_t certain- 
ly has in Glasgow.

“In connection with the management of 
our street car systems we have cut the 
former tate of fare in two; we have in- 
creased the seating capacity of the service 
twofold, and have materially shortened the 
hours of labor. Moreover, the system now 
yields the corporation a net income of be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 pounds sterling, 
which amount I believe will be increased to 
£100,000 pounds within a year or two.”’ 

** We have been having a sharp fight fora 
year with reference to the municipal owner- 
ship of the telephone service of the city. 
The National Telephone company has’ a 
monopuoly of the service in Great Britain, 
and about a year ago the Glasgow corpora- 
tion set at work to obtain control of the 
service in that city. We urged upon the 
government authorities that the cost of the 
service was excessive, and that it was ofa 
poor character, which could be greatly im- 


pany fought the matter vigorously, but 


the corporation finally was given the 


privilege of managing the system. Before 
this can be done we shall have to secure 
the consent of Parliament, as it involves a 
large financial outlay on the part of the cor- 
poration.” 


Here to See Commissioner Peck. 

The committee came to Chicago largely 
for the purpose of seeing Ferdinand W. 
Peck. Commissioner General of the’ Paris 
exposition and securing his codperation in 
the matter of having the American exhibits 
at the Paris exposition transferred to the 
Glasgow exposition after the close of the 
former. The visitors were greatly disap- 
pointed to learn that Mr. Peck was out of the 
city, but decided to remain until his 
return. The members of the committee vis- 
ited Washington almost immediately after 
arriving in this country, and were cordially 
received by President McKinley, Secretary 
of State Hay, and other members of the 
Cabinet, and were given assurances that 
this country would do everything in its 
power to contribute to the success of the 
exposition. New York and Philadelphia 
‘were also visited, and after leaving Chicago 
the committee will proceed to Canada, where 
it will remain some days; and thence will 
go to Boston. ¥ 

The exposition will open about May 1, 
1901 and will continue for six months. It 
will be held in Kelvingrove Park, the site 
of the exposition of 1588. on sixty-seven 
acres of ground set apart for that purpose. 
The buildings will cover about thirteen 
acres, and the exhibits will be divided into 
sections, the more prominent ones being 
“Fine Arts, History, and Archzxology,” 
Locomotion and Transportation,’ Blec- 
tricity,”’ Labor-saving Machinery.” Ma- 
rine Engineering,’ The Woman's Section,”’ 
and Sports.”’ 

Exhibition space in the buildings will be 
charged for at the rgte of three shillings per 
square foot. The net proceeds of the expo- 
sition will go to the encouragement of art 
in the city. A fund of nearly $400,000 was 
raised from the exposition of 1888, supple- 
mented by private subscription. 

The committee will call on Mayor Harri- 
son tomorrow.

‘Training Those of the Other Hand 
Gain Strength by Sympathy—Work 
Likely to Prove of Great Value in 
the Future—Other Scientific Prin- 
ciples Demonstrated. 


Dr. William G. Anderson, director of the Yale 
gymnasium, has been conducting for months 
a series of experimefits which are apparently 
to revolutionize thy theory and practice of 
physical education as well as the training of 
atletic teams. A month ago he announce, 
as a result of some of his experiments, just 
how much athletes lost in nerve force inthe 
various athletic contests. 

Since that time Dr. Anderson has been ex- 
perimenting along an entirely different line. 

One of his tests deals with the question, 
* Do the muscles of one side of the body be- 
come stronger if only the corresponding 
muscles on the opposite side are exercised?” 
Dr. Anderson has proved scientifically that. 
they do. In short, Dr. Anderson feels that 
he has established the scientific fact, never 
before proven, that, if the muscles of one 
hand are trained or strengthened for a time, 
those of the other which. have not been ex- 
ercised during the same time will increase in 
strength. 


ing the strength of the muscles of both hands 
by means‘of an oval, spring dynamometer, 
then permitting the men to practice daily

man was given a small piece of broom handle 
to “‘ sQuéeze.””

Dr. Anderson says of the men who made 
the experiments: | 

‘They were in active training during the 
year and in some instances were excellent 
gymnasts and athletes. 

**'We do not argue from the above figures 
that a man will be sufficiently trained if 
he exercises only one side of the body.’’ 

The second test made by Dr. An- 
derson was a trial at discovering how 
long it would take,.after a gymnastic 
exercise had been learned on one side 
of the body, to relearn it on the 
other side, working under like conditions. 
The exercise tried was that known as the 
“snake ”’ in club swinging, one of the most 
difficult movements known to gymnastic 
practice. The men upon whom the test was 
tried kept tally of the trials, the number of 
minutes’ exercise taken, and their physical 
and mental condition. Dr. Anderson called 
the men before him and carefully described 
and showed the movement before allowing 
them to make their first trial. Each man 
then, under the direction of the instructor, 
executed the three circles comprising the 
*“snake.’” This practice was continued till 
it was evident that each man knew the ex- 
ercise. 
-¢lub to his room, with directions to prac- 
tice daily for about a week. 


Muscles ard Nerves Are Agents. 
When the movement had been learned each 
man began r@&éarning the circles with his 
left hand. The following table shows the

The average need to learn the exercise 
with the right hand was 69.1 minutes, while 
with the left, or less dexterous hand, it 
required only 23.7 minutes on the average. 

The important scientific principle decided 
by these experiments is: If an exercise has 
been learned with one hand it can be learned 
in about one-third of the time with the 
other. 

This principle can be applied to all kinds 
of physical activity. It is of the highest 
value as a basis for work in physiological 

“ihe results of these experiments r- 
formed by Dr. Anderson confirm the belief 
prevalent among physiologists and psycholo- 
gists that muscular aptitude depends upon 
the training of brain center and that the 
muscles and nerves are simply agents that 
act in accord with the kind and character of 


the stimulus used.

Will Not Make Extended Trip. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 28.—fSpecial. }—Athletic 
Manager Baird has returned from his trip to the 
big Eastern colleges and announced definitely to- 
day that Michigan would play no extended schedule 
of Eastern baseball games this spring. Harvard, 
Pennsylvania, Princeton, and Lehigh offered dates 
to play them in the East.

In 
regard to football, all the Eastern managers were 
desirous of playing games with Michigan next fall. 
Harvard, in particular, has made a good proposi- 
tion and set a date, Oct. 21, for the game. so that 
all that remains is the action on the part of the 
Board of Control here. Pennsylvania and Prince- 
ton have also submitted the definite terms on which 
they will play, and at least one Eastern game is 
assured for next fall.

© street railways, some of which had 
been. attacked by the first ake were 
championed in a certain measure by David 
B. Jones, who followed Mr. Eckhart. Mr. 
Jones took the position that one of the most 
urgent needs of the city was better trans- 
portation facilities, and that to secure these 
there should bé a more lenient disposition 
towards the street railway corporations 
relative to the length of franchises to be 
granted and the terms of compensation to 
be imposed. He held that the press of the 
city was wrong in its attitude in the matter, 
and that-the public was wrong. He dwelt 
on the wide extent of the city’s territory, 
the great length of the traction companies’ 
lines, and the importance to the people of 
having available means for transit to and 
from all parts of the city. These means, he 
thought, could’not be supplied if the city re- 
fused to /yield to the companies in their ef- 
forts to get long franchises. 

Mr. Kimball spoke for a cleaner, more 
beautiful and more attractive Chicago, and 
for the abatement of the smoke nuisance as 
the chief step necessary to bring this about. 
He believed that incalculable harm result- 
ed to the city from the unkempt condition 
of its streets and alleys, the soot and grime 
of its atmosphere, the blackened and for- 
bidding aspect of its walls. | 


City’s Blot Is the Smoke. 

“*It is impossible to estimate,’’ said Mr. 
Kimball, ‘‘ how much money goes away from 
Chicago each year that otherwise might be 
expended here, on account of the dirt, the 
smoke, and the other unpleasant character- 
istics of the city. With advantages the 
city enjoys in its location beside Lake Mich- 
igan and in its magnificent parks’ and drive- 
ways, only clean street and a clear, pure 
atmosphere are needed to make it one of 
the most attractive places on earth. But 
today Chicago—great in its cOmmence, great 
in its enterprise, possessed of manifold in- 
viting characteristics as~-a place in which 
to. live or a point of interest to visit—repels 
the tourist, the pleasure seeker, the man 
who has time to enjoy himself and money 
with: which to do it. 

“The conditions which make this true are 
not conditions that cannot be overcome, 
and to me it seems that no subject is more 
deserving of the attention of men whose 
interests are identified with those of the 
city’s commercial life than the means 
‘which should be used to overcome them. 
Now it the time to make Chicago clean, 
bright, and attractive to all the world, a 
place inviting to tourists, and in which the 
poople of the city who have money to spend 


will be willing to remain and enjoy it.’’

Oak Park Officers Deny Request of Pe- 
titioners Who Want Village 
Form df Government. 


A damper was put on the enthtisiasm of 
some of the Oak Park politicians yesterday 
when it became known that the new town 
officers had refused to call the election for 
a village government. 

Attorney H. R. Pebbles received the peti- 
tion, signed by over seventy voters and tax- 
payers of the Town of Oak Park, from Post- 
master W. A. Hutchinson, and presented it 
to the officers of the town yesterday morn- 
ing. After considering it the officers de- 
cided to refuse the request on technical 
grounds, 

It is the intention of the officials of the 
Town of Oak Park to make a test case of 
the validity of the attcmpted annexation by 
the Town board of Cicero of certain parts of 
the Town of Oak Park, and indirectly of the 
Town of Grant. The grounds upon which 
the petition was refused were that the offi- 
cials could not call an election within the 
boundaries set forth in the petition, which 
wefe Austin avenue on the east, Twelfth 


west, and North avenue on-the north. Part 
of this territory has been annexed to the 
Town of Cicero, and the officers felt that 
under those conditions they were not justi- 
fied in calling the election. 

Mandamus proceedings will be commenced 


them to issue the call for the election. This 
cannot be accomplished before the city elec- 
tion, which is called for Feb. 21, will be held. 
Attorney Pebbles said yesterday the call 
for the city election would be withdrawn 
from the County Court within a few days. 
The mandamus proceedings will be push¢ 
through the lower courts as rapidly as pos- 
sible, that the Supreme Court may give.a 
decision before the end. of, the February 
term. 

The Town of Grant has definitely decided 
to institute quo warranto proceedings in the 
courts to test the validity of the separation 
from the Town of: Cicero. At an informal 
meeting of several of the new officials of the 
town held yesterday they decided to join 
Oak Park in their fight against Cicero. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Commissicner Elmer H. Dearth of #linnesota has 
come éut with a reply to the criticism of E. F. 
Beddall, United States manager of the Royal In- 
surance company, on the agdress delivered by Mr. 
Dearth at Milwaukee last September on “‘ The 
Foreign Fire Insurance Company and Its Busi- 
ness Metheds.'" Commissioner Dearth says: 

‘* Inasmuch as Mr Beddall has given such wide 
cireulation to this article, particularly among my 
own constituency here in Minnesota, I have finally 
decided, as a matter of self-defense, to make a 
brief reply to Mr. Beddall.”’ 

Commissioner Dearth says Mr. Beddall’s reply 
is being sent to every insurance agent throughout 
the country, with a note recommending the recipi- 
ent interest the members of the Legislature in his 
district on the subject. Mr. Dearth says further: 

‘* Now that I have been thus practically forced 
to give this matter further attention, I may go 
further than I did in my original statements, as 
to the matter of discrimination, and would, there- 
fore, remark: Is it not judicious for us, as Ameri- 
cans, by legislative enactments to prohibit insur- 
ance companies from reinsuring in unauthorized 
companies, and is it not proper for a people, who be- 
lieve in protecting native interests, to at least give 
home insurance companies an equal chance with 
those ef other countries by imposing a discrim- 
inating tax equal to what these foreign com- 
panies escape, and this country otherwise loses? 

‘* Mr. Beddall wishes to imply that, by securing 
a large line, for the purpose of reinsuring part of 
it with his friends in England, he ts increasing the 
supply of insurance, and not decreasing com- 
Every American un- 
derwriter knows that the ultimate purpose 
of this securing of American business— 
to be sold at a profit abroad—is to destroy or crip- 
ple the Amcrican insurance companies one by one 
and to break down the American agency system, 


which surely must be clear to the mind of any in- - 


surance man; at least will result in reducing com- 
petition. Then, in that event, the American public 
would have to pay foreign insurance companies 
dearly fur its indemnity. 

‘* Mr. Beddal! goes on to touch upon the inability 
of American insurance companies to get a foothold, 
in a business way, in England. It may be that 
these American companies who went to England 
should have Been wise enough to have staid at 
home and been content with the American business, 
but those who tried the London experiment found 
that the English pedple stand by their own fire in- 
surance companies, as they ought, and preferred 
them in al) their insurance transactions. 

“ Now, as to the foreigner, Mr. Beddall warns 
the public that legislation, prohibiting such com- 
panies from reinsuring in non-admitted companies 
would be detrimental to them; that supply and de- 
mand—terms not being much used in these days 
of trusts and combinatione—regulate the price; 
that such a prohibition—the supply to such an ex- 
tent being reduced, the demand remaining the 
same—prices must go up; or, in other words, pre- 
miums. A remote reasoning, surely, for this day 
and generation, particularly as far as insurance 
transactions are concerned. 

‘* There is not one place in Minnesota where the 
business is at all desirable that has not more in- 
surance companies than are required to furnish 
the essary indemnity, and, in many instances, 
far excess of the number needed. Every com- 
pany in every town is exerting itself to the utmost 
to increase the sale of its policies. Many strong 
companies remain to do little or nothing, while 
many more, equaily as strong, fail to get intoa 
large percentage of the towns, and yet prices do 
not go down.’’ 

Premium receipis of companies doing busineas tn 
Minneapolis shows a falling off of $150,000 for 1°98, 
as compared with 1897. This is partly accounted for 
by the reduced rates and the small amount of 
wheat in store in the elevators. The report of the 
Minneapolis department for 1898 shows a total 
loss of $521,268, a considerable increase over the 
loss for the preceding year. The report says the 
reservoir greatly increased the efficiency’ of the 
water supply.

There’ are two home fire insurance companies, 
five county mutuals, thirty-four foreign ,and forty- 
eight .‘‘ other State’’ companies doing business 
in California. Their aggregate premium income 
last year was $6,655,566, nearly $2,000,000 more 
than in 1897. The paid losses in 1897 were $2,687, - 
704, and in 1808 were nearly $1,000,000 greater. 

For the entire coast the amount of businéss writ- 
ten in 1808 was $656,057,065, and the amount of 
premiums was $10,708,558, an increase over 1897 
in the former total of $160, 600,000, and in the latter 
of $2,400,000.

‘ London, Jan, 28.—John Bull, having a 


eritical turn of mind about his own affairs, 


is free to exercise the same faculty respect- 
ing the affairs of his neighbors, especially if 
they are blood relations. 

Brother Jonathan’s experience in the Phil- 


ippines has been closely watched and freely | 


commented upon. He has done precisely 
what every Englishman wanted him to do 
in retaining the islands, and assuming by 
treaty full responsibility for their govern- 
ment and welfare, but this does not exempt 
him from criticising respecting the manner 
in which he goes about the work imposed 
upon him in the interest of civilization. 

It is not the English manner which Lord 
Kitchener is illustrating in the Soudan, 
‘where a strong man has been put in charge 
ofa. cult job, while everybody at home 
has ed talking about it. 

The English are impressed with the mis- 
chievous effects of the protracted debate 
over the treaty, with the inability of the 
McKinley government to decide on a def- 
inite policy for dealing with the Filipinos, 
while thé work of the Peace commission 
remains unapproved; with the partisanship 
displayed in the discussion of foreign affairs, 
and with the irony of fate that compels 
Americans to impose laws. of their own upon 
an alien race, which affects to be acting on 
the principles of the immortal Declaration 
of Independence. 


Confidence in America. 

Underneath this criticism is genuine sym- 
pathy for the American people on the diffi- 
cult situation in which moral obligation and 
the fortunes of war have placed them, and 
there is a confident feeling that they will 
be not so false to the genius of the Anglo- 
Baxor race as to abandon either the Fili- 
pinos or the Cubans to anarchy and dis- 
order.

Parliament is about to meet, and with the 
single exception of Mr. Morley there is no 
etatesman of any prominence who has ch 
lenged the Unionist principle of foreign pol- 
icy. Lord Rosebery, Lord Kimberley, Mr. 
Asquith, and Sir Henry Campbe!l-Banner- 
man have virtually supported the govern- 
ment in their recent speeches, and with ghe 
exception of the Manchester Guardian and 
Truth there is hardly a single Liberal or 
Radical journal which finds anything to 
condemn in Lord Salisbury’s management 
of the Fashoda affair or the conmpletion of 
the conquest of the Soudan and Lord Kitch- 
ener’s methods of governing it.

following sentence: 

*‘That I do believe that in the sacrament 
of.the Lord’s supper there is not any tran- 
substantiation of the elements of bread and 
wine into the body and blood of Christ, at or 
after the consecration thereof, by any per- 
son whatsover; and that the invocation or 
adoration of the Virgin Mary, or any other 
saint, and the sacrifice of the mass, as they 
are used in the Church, of Rome, are super- 
stitious and idolatrous. 

Father Fallon declares these words were 
first subscribed to by Queen Anne, April 23, 
1702, and have formed part of the oath 
taken by every subsequent monarch, includ- 
ing Queen Victoria. It is to prevent the 
Prince of Wales taking such an oath when 
he becomes King that he purposes to incite 
the Catholics throughout the empire to bring 
about the removal of the offensige clause. 


War-Time Trade Declining. 


The tide-has turned in the shipment of 
Chicago and other Western produce through 
Canada. During the war in Cuba there was 
an immense volume of such shipments for 
transport across the ocean in British bot- 
toms. | 

The returns for December show that for 
the six months ending Dec. 31, the total value 
of the produce of countries other than 
Canada exported from Canada was $13,548,- 
7#1, against $9,504,240 for the same period the 
previous year, an increase for the six months 
of not far from $4,000,000. 

It took some time after the close of the 
war for the trade to begin finding its way 
back to the old channels. That it is so find- 
ing its way is shown by the return for the 
month of December, when the total export 
of the above classes of produce reached only 
$1,482,959, against $1,694,682 for the same 
month the preceding year.

Judge Dunne Decides Employes Are 
Entitled to $50 Each Under 
Old Contracts. 


Judge Dunne handed down a decision yes-

| NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


WESTERN ROADS FAIL TO ADJUST 
RATE TROUBLES. 


“Agreement of the Passeuger Associa- 
tion Is Found to Be Too Weak— 


Organizations — Immigrant Rates 
Cause Friction—General Passenger 
Agent of Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Withdraws from the Combine. 


Great difficulty is being experienced by 
Western roads in bringing about an adjust- 
ment of existing passenger rate troubles. 
The present agreement of the Western 
Passenger association ha# been found to be 
too weak to prevent demoralization in rates, 
and ah improved new agreement has been 
under consideration for some time, but thus 
far the roads have not been able to come to 
an understanding as to the scope and extent 
of the proposed reorganization of the associ- 
ation. ‘ 4 

The Union Pacific demands that the lines 
west of the Missouri River form a separate 
organization, but the lines east of the river 
which also have extensions west do not take 
kindly to the proposition. They claim the 
scheme of having two associations, one east 
and one west of the river, has been tried be- 
fore and proved a failure. In their opinion 
the present troubles would be increased in- 
stead of diminished if two organizations 
were formed. It is also hinted the Union 
Pacific’s contention is gotten up for the pur- 
pose of securing undue advantages over its 
competitors, 

There has been considerable friction be- 
tween the Union Pacific and the other West- 


i ern roads for some time, and especially in re- 


gard to immigrant traffic. 

Immigrant rates have béen badly disturbed 
by the refusal of the Union Pacific to join the 
Western immigrant clearing-house in New 
York, and its persistency in dealing with 
New York immigrant agents. General 
Passenger Agent Lomax has been in confer- 
ence with the Executive committee of the 
Western Passenger association, with a view 
of reaching an understanding as regards the 
maintenance of immigrant rates, but the 
conditions which Mr. Lomax wanted to im- 


nature as to prevent a settlement of the 
trouble. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul has become 
disgusted with the constant failures to ad- 
just immigrant rates and other rate matters, 
and General Passenger Agent Heafford 
gave notice yesterday of withdrawal from 
the Executive committee of the Western 
Passenger association. The Southern Pa- 
cific also threatens to make trouble if an 
understanding as to the distribution of immi- 
grant business is not reached soon. 

So serious have the complications become. 
it has been found necessary to call a mass- 
meeting of all the Western roads, to be held 
at the association rooms in the Great North- 
ern Building on Thursday, Feb. 2; to consider’ 
what action is necessary to prevent a general 
rate war among the Western roads.

New Competitor in Field. 

The Canada-Atlantic Transportation will 
come into the field this season as a strong 
competitor with the Canadian Pacific and 
the Buffalo lines for the carrying of the 
big Manitoba wheat crop. Negotiations are 
under way for the purchase or construc- 
tibn of two large sized Canadian steamers, 
which will ply from Fort William to Parry 
Sound. é 

These boats will have good passenger ac- 
commodations.. The steamers of the Can- 
ada-Atiantic line are now all of American 
register, and by the Canadian laws gov- 
erning coastwise commerce American ships 
cannot run between Canadian ports. These 
new craft will be Canadian bottoms and 
will be eligible to the trade. 

A new barge line is being organized in 
connection with the Coteau Landing trans- 
fer for the road, and floating elevators are 
being constructed to operate at that end 
‘of the line In the transfer of grain at Mont- 
real. This line.carried an immense amount 
of export grain from Chicago during the 
last season, and with new facilities which 
are now provided a much larger amount 
will be taken care of during the coming 
season. 


Northern Pacifie Wins Land Case. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 28.—Judze Lochran 
of the United States Court today filed a de- 
cision involving the right of the Northern 
Pacific railroad to about 1,000,000 acres of 
land in northern Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The decision is in favor of the road. The 
contest ws over the eastern terminus of the 
raibway, the United States holding it was at 
Duiuth, while the company insisted it was at 
Ashland. The government applied to have 
the land which had been patented to the 
road restored to the public domain, cancel- 
ing the patent issued four years ago. The 
case decided was for a small tract of land, 
but the point decided involves over 1,000,000 
acres, which now goes to the railroad un- 
opposed. 


To Sell Baltimore and Ohio Properties. 
Cincinnati, O., Jan. 28.—In the suit of the 
consolidated causes of the Mercantile Trust 
company against the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad company, Judge Taft today grant- 
ed a decree of foreclosure of the consoli- 
dated mortgages of 1872 and 1874. This 
approves the recent action of the United 
States Cireulit Court of Maryland. It is 
decreed that A. 8. Dunham and Arthur L. 
Spamer shall act as special masters to con- 
duct the sale in foreclosure of ail the prop- 
erties Of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
company. Seo date for the sale is named.

- Debate on Consular Salaries. 

When the consular and diplomatic bill was 
up Mr. Gallinger desired,. he said, to call 
attention to the “ starvation wages ”’ paid to 
the United States consular representatives 
abroad.

REFUSES TO GIVE TO HOSPITAL. 


Cook County Commissioners Deny Peti- 
tion of Evanston Institution for an 
Appropriation of $1,000. 


The appeal of the Evanston Hospital di- 
rectors to the Cook County Commissioners . 
to appropriate $1,000 a year for the support 
of the institution has been refused. The 
managers of the hospital are working hard 
to obtain enough to continue through spring. 

The hospital is a benevolent institution 
and receives all the emergency cases from 
the Evanston police, and on this it based 
its claim for an appropriation. 

The commissioners cut down the allow- 
ance to $500, which the Finanvre committee 
refused to grant. 

They claimed the granting of such an al- 
lowance to the Evanston Hospital would 
mean the opening of the gates for applca- 
tions from all similar institutions, and that 
the board could not afford to run all the 
hospitals of the county. | 

The Evanston petitioners will not allow 
the matter to drop, but will try again. The 
hospital needs funds; it has grounds and 
buildings worth $35,000, but gets its income - 
from voluntary subscriptions, and these 
largely from the poorer element of the town. 
At the next appeal Evanston will be backed 
up by the hospital directors in the other 
towns, and Frank M. Elliott, the chairman 
of the Evanston Hospital board, expects 
that the measure will go through.

The demand 
has never caught up with the supply. 

Chicago brickyards today have a united 
capacity of 1,000,000,000 brick per year, and 
the figures of the trade show a consumption 
for the last year of 350,000,000. Builders 
haye known of this. and insisted on close 
Did@ing for sales.

Petropolis has about 25,000 inlabitants. 
During the days of the empire, Dom Pedro, 
fascinated by the beauty of the surround- 
ings, built his favorite palace in this re- 

‘treat. He eventually founded a settlement 
of North Germans. 

His palace is the most pretentious build- 
ing in Petropolis. It is located in perhaps 
the most béautiful garden in this wonderful 
land of prolific vegetation and variegated 
blossom. Of South-Italian architecture, the 
structure is a rambling one, large and airy, 
in accordance with the necessities of the 
tropics. It is reached by. paths shaded by 
forest trees and bordered by palms, rare 
orchids, and an almost endless variety of 
Plants and vines which grow in the utmost 
profusion. 

. 


This city, named after Pedro I., is reached 
from Rio de Janeiro by an heur’s ride across 
‘the bay on a ferryboat from the landing 
stage at Prianha to Maua, a half hour’s 
Tailroaé trip over the lowlands, and an as- 
cent of 2,500 feet by a cog-wheeled road 
twelve miles long. Lying among the peaks 
‘of the Organ Mountains, ‘it is doubtless 
‘the most picturesque and remarkable col- 
lection of palaces, villas, and homes in the 
world, “It follows the twistings and wind- 
ings. of dozen. valleys. The buildings are 


higher and higher on the hillsides, 


until the mumerous white and red edifices 


“pérchea on the steps, ahd reached by 


Zag roads cut through the dense under- 
growth, make a scene truly Swiss-like, al- 
‘though less rugged and more peaceful. The 
‘views of evergreen mountain slopes? the 
masses of flowering trees from their bases 
‘to peaks, made an effect unequaled. 

The mountains rise abruptly, from 4,000 
to 6,000 feet. Under the influence of a tor- 
‘rid sun and abundant rains they are cov- 
ered perpetually with an impenetrable mass 
of growths. All manner of hardwood trees, 
Magnificent palms, and shrubs with ex- 
quisite bloom, camboes, ferns, and plants 
of every description make up the “‘ matte,” 
as it is called by the natives. Orchids, . 
twelve hundred varieties, and all sorts of 
fantastic parasites cling to the tree trunks 
and fill the air with their perfume.

'"Mense size, gorgeously tinted bugs, and thou- © 


sands of hummingbirds add brilliancy to 
the scene. At one season of the year the 
woods are bright in red, at another pale

This is not the first occasion on which the 
‘Mad Mullah has been at the head of an army. 
After the Mohammedan disturbances at 
Lahore and Peshawar in the early summer 
of 1897 the Pathans on the Afghan border 
became restiess. Rumor followedrumor. It 
was feared all of the numerous English forts 
beyond the settled frontier would be cut 
‘off one by one and their feeble garrisons 
slaughtered. The mullahs taught that the 
British were doomed, the hour had come 
to @rive the invadere out of their country. 
The head men of the tribes, who received 
large gifts from the Indian government, at- 
tempted to resist the popular movement, but 
were finally compelled to take part in the 
hostilities begun by fanatical mullahs. : 

In the latter part of July the whole valley 
of the Swat rose against the English. The 
construction of military forts and the pres- 
ence of large bodies of troops in the vicin- 
ity made them fear actual annexation and 
the end of their freedom. The Mad Mullah 
first appeared at the village of Thana, in 
the lower Swat Valley, with only 300 men, 
but whose following was rapidly augmented 
by his madly eloquent appeals. July 26 he 
started towards Malakand, the principal fort 
-on the road from Peshawar to Chitral, and 
after attacking the fortified post of Chak- 
dara on the way left part.of his fordes to 


surprise Malakand. Happily, the garrison 
of 3,000 men had been warned by friendly 
natives, and held out against resolute at- 
tacks on that and the three. fohowing 
nights. At last Sir Bindon. Blood arrived 
with reinforcements. Meanwhile the forces 
of the. Mad Mullah had increased to 40,000; 
but they could not resist the English ad- 
vance, and, having lost 700 men in their at- 
tacks on Malakand and 2,500 in the siege 
of Chakdara, they reluctantly dispersed. 
While this was going on another mullah, 
who lived to the west among the Mohmands, 


preaching a crusade against the English. 
He collected several thousand men and 
crossed from Afghanistan into the English 
sphere in order to join in the attack on Male- 
kand fort, but was too late. Early in Aug- 
ust he attagpked a small post eighteen miles 
north of Peshawar and burned a village. 
When a force of soldiers from Peshawar 
got after him part of the raiders withdrew 
across the Afghan border; the rest, num- 
bering 6,000, were met in battle and routed 
by Colonel Woon and weneral Biles, the 
latter appearing just in time to save the 
fortune of the day, which seemed to be in- 
clining towards the mullah. 

This only. began the frontier cam of 
1897, that continued the rest of the year 
under the leadership of the mullah 
of Hadda and other’ mullahs, and of 
chiefs who were dragged into the war 
by popular feeling. The cost of ‘the 
operations to the Indian government 
is estimated at $50,000,000. .

HE question, *‘ Do dogs reason?’ has 
been argued pro and con from time 
-4mmemorial and no satisfactory con- 
clusion has yet been reached. 

Although scientists tell us the vocal 
apparatus of a dog is almost identical with 
that of the human being, and claim it is only 
lack of intelligence that prevents their vo- 
cabulary extending beyond the regulation 
canine bark and-howl, dog history gives us 
at least two instances where these animals 
plainly pronounced words of the human 
language. 

One, a dog owned by a German professor 
in Berlin, after much patient teaching was 
to speak distinctly eleven different 
words. Another, owned by an intelligent 
English officer who resided in Edinburg, 
Scotiand, was able to pronounce seven 
words. 
' If such intelligence be exhibited by isolat- 
ed cases why should they be lacking in rea- 
soning powers? 
Instinct, the*majority claims, is responsi- 
dle for canine acts that in the man would be 
attributed to reasoning of the highest intel- 
ligence. 
Another question might be asked: ‘‘ Where 
is the dividing line between instinct and 
reason?’’ This would lead intelligent minds 
beyond their depth into centuries of argu- 
ment that at the end would be no -aecnges, 4 
advanced than at the beginning, Up less a 
could recoficile themselves to the*conclu- 
sion that instinct in the animal is ‘synony- 
gnous with reason in man. 
Those who argue against reason in dogs 
are usually persons whose dislike serves 
to prejudice their- opinions. They do not 
know the dog and pooh}poohed the idea of 
reason in the lower animals without at- 
tempting to investigate. : 
Those who believe dogs reason, and pos- 
itively assert that such is the case beyond 
(peradventure of a doubt, are people who 
have been thrown In contact with the ani- 
mal more or less al! their lives, who through 
their love for that four-footed companion 
of man have made the dog a study and are 
continuing daily so to do. 

A man who loves dogs, and whose father 
before him loved and owned numbers of 
valuable animals, told a TripuNgz reporter 
some stories of dogs he had owned and 
known of which the following are samples, 
and it is left to the reader to judge whether 
these dogs were endowed with instinct or 
reason,or whether reason and instinct are not 
synonymous.

AMERICAN NEWS IN CHINA. 


Report of the Murder of a Husband bya 
Wife Creates Surprise—Aggrieved 
Chinese Wives Commit Suicide. 


Battle. Creek, Mich., ‘Jan. 27.—This city 
claims a curiosity in the shape of a Chinese 
reporter, who translates news of importance 
from the. American to the language of his 
race and sends his “copy’’ over miles of 
ocean and land to his fellow-newspaper men 
in China. 

The man’s name is William S. Lee, and 
he is both cultured and Americanized. He 
does not, as a rule, correspond with his far 
distant papers, but conceived his idea when 
the recent mn murder case was

brought up. This peculiar trial of a woman 
for the murder of her aged and ‘wealthy 
husband with powdered glass was.reported 
in a, two-column article for Hongkong pa- 
pers, accepted, and paid for. , 

“It took weeks of work,’’ said Lee, “‘ but 
they like it immensely.”” Every word was in 
pure Chinese and looked like a vast collec- 
tion of blots when mailed across the ocean. 
Lee was asked why they liked it so well, and 
he replied that murders were not frequent 
in China; there were more suicides. The 
‘ancient custom of seeking vengeance by. 
slaying one’s own self on the doorstep of the 
enemy is not practiced, except in some of 
the less enlightened portions, but there is, 
nevertheless, a much larger amount of self- 
destruction than in America. r 

Then, too, the women would not think of 


slaying a husband, and family troubles usual- 


ly end with. their taking their own life. 
Hence the act of an inferior creature like 
a woman slaying so grand a being as a hus- 


band, an aged man, ‘a rich man, is so sur- 


prising that everybody reads it.

Chinese parents. He is educated, has been 

a lecturer, and has a welcome place among 

his white fellow-merchants. He is'’an ex- 

tensiye traveler and has visited the majority 

of the foreign countries from Australia to 

the extreme North. He dresses up to date, 

rides a bicycle, and speaks with intelligence 

on all. questions of national prominence. |

COLDEST OF ALL 


Professor Dewar’s Experiments with 
Liquid Hydrogen—It Freezes 
Air. 


London, Jan. 21.—It is now eight months 
since that final triumph of the laboratory, 
the liquefying of hydrogen, was accom- 
plished and Professor Dewar at the Royal 
Institution last evening described that most 
volatile ef gases when reduced tothe cobdest 
substance ever known. 

When pure it is a colorless, transparent 
liquid, with considerable refractive power. 
It had a well defined meniscus, but no ap- 
pearance of being a metal, as Faraday 
thought it might proveto be. It is‘nota con- 
ductor of electricity. Its density is decep- 
tive. At first he thought it might be about 
half that of water, but by measuring a given 
volume and ascertaining how much gas it 
produced, he found its density to be only one- 
fourteenth of that of water, or six times less 
than that of the lightest liquid hitherto 
known. -One liter weighed only seventy 
grammes. It instantly froze and solidiged 
air and oxygen, and hence enabled the den- 
sity of those two solids to be ascertained. 

A little ball cooled in it and exposed to the 
air was first covered with a coating of solid 
air, and then began to drip liquid air. A 

iece offcotton wool soaked in it appeared 

o be magnetic, but the liquid itself, Profes- 
sor Dewar is satisfied, is not magnetic. This 
phenomenon must therefore be due to the 


cotton wool being immediately filled with 


solid oxygen, which is highly magnetic. 

Professor Dewar explained how vacuums 
of high tenuity were easily obtained by im- 
mersing a closed tube in liquid hydrogen. 
The air in the tube was immediately solidi- 
fied, and if the tube was so arranged that the 
portion containing the accumulation of solid 
air could be séaled up, the other part had, 
according to Sir Willlam Crooke’s calcula- 
tion, a pressure amounting to only one-ten- 
millionth of atmosphere. With vacuum ves- 
sels for use with hydrogen, it was there- 
fore not necessary to pump out air; it was 
only needful to put liquid hydrogen in a 
double-walicd vessel and it made its own 
vacuum by solidifying the air between the 
two walls.—New York Sun. 


AUSTRIA CAREFUL OF BARBERS. 


Law Provides That They Must Serve a 
Three Years’ Apprenticeship 
| Before Working. 


Austrians take no chances with their Bar- 
bers. They must be good, and the barbers 
and wigmakers’ union of Vienna sees to it 
that they are. 

Provision is also made in their code for 
women barbers who desire to carry on the 
business of their husbands in case of the 
latter’s death or illness. 

In order to do this, the wife must have 
been enrolled in the union as an apprentice 
for three years. Apprentices must appear in 
Vienna in the presence of judges of the union 
and show their skill before they are allowed 
to open shops oftheir own. 

A properly certified barber must have a 
knowledge of and pass an examination in 
shaving, hair cutting, hair curling, and wig- 

Poor persons and others who are 


making. 
frugal serve as subjects for experiment. 


Not only must the barber be well versed 
in the practical side of the subject, but ques- 
tions are asked relating to the keeping clean 
of razors, brushes, etc., ard the elementary 
= of are thoroughly gone 

At the practical examination the young 
barbers have their razors dulled by four 
strokes on a pine plank, and they must then 
sharpen them. A subject is assigned to each 
barber, who must be tonsorially perfect, in 
the opinion of the judges, before the appren- 
tice releases him. 


In the case of widows who desire to carry 
on the business of their husbands, only the 
three years’ apprenticeship is required. 


In spite of the number of years that an 
Austrian barber has to devote to his business 
before he is perfect, one can get a high-class 
hair cut for a sum equal to five eenta, or a 
first-class shave for something like three

IRRATIONAL ANTI-EXPANSIONISTS. 

The anti-expansion mass-meeting in New 
York City last. Sunday was well attended. 
The reason was that;a cénsiderable per- 
centage. of the population of that great city 
consists of Irish-Americans, who have a 
strong prejudice against Pngland and Eng- 
lishmen, which manifests itself sometimes 
in the most irrational and inexplicable way. 
It is a prejudice which takes possession of 
the minds ard clouds the understandings 
of men who can reason intelligently. 
The English people and their govern- 
ment have let it be understood quite plainly 
that the acquisition of the Philippine Isl- 
ands by the United. States will be rather 
pleasing to them. Therefore these preju- 
diced, illogical Irish-Americans of New 
York jump at the conclusion that the 
United States ought not to acquire the 
Philippines. If the British government 
had hinted that this country ought not to 
have the Philippines, then these, Irish- 
Americans would have demanded their re- 
tention. But whatever England does not 
object to they assume is wrong, and must 
not be done. 

Men who refuse to consult first the in- 
terests of their own country when a course 
of action is proposed, but who look across 


1 the ocean to discover what some other na- 


tion thinks about the matter and then op- 
pose what it indorses and favor what it 
disapproves of, are not ideal American 
citizens. They sacrifice the welfare of 


| their country to ancestral grudges and 


hates. They do not care how much the 
United States may be harmed if they think 


they can spite England. 


This blind, insensate hostility to England | 


does not obtain among the Protestant Irish 
in this country. Yet whatever may have 
been the case in the past, the Protestants 
in Ireland do not enjoy now a solitary right 
or privilege which is withheld by the laws 
from Irishmen of the predominant faith 
or of any other faith. The professors of ail 
creeds are on a footing of absolute equality. 
Furthermore, Ireland is given a dispro- 


}] portionately large representation in the 


House of Commons. With a population 
of less than four and three-quarter millions, 
it has 108 members of Parliament, while 
Scotland, with a population of about four 
and a quarter millions, has seventy-two 
members, on the basis of the census of 
1891. England has one member for every 
555,000 inhabitants and Ireland one for 
every 450,000 inhabitants. 

Nevertheless non-Protestant Irish-Amer- 
icans, whether born in Ireland or in this 
country, allow their anti-English prejudices 
to sway their judgments, even in such ques- 
tions as the acquisition of the Philippines. 
For what other reason is there why so 
many Irish-Americans in New York City 
should oppose their acquisition? 
other reason is there for their applauding 
some of the absurd arguments against ex- 
pansion made, by the speakers at the meet- 
ing? Thus when Bourke Cockran spoke of 
“the heresy of imperialism which is sweep- 
ing over the country ” his hearers assumed 
that “ imperialism ”’ must be bad, because 
it reminded them of “ the British empire,” 
But democratic imperialism—the imperial- 
ism of this republic—is the possession of 
such national grandeur and power that it 
shall play second fiddle to no other nation. 

No audience save one dominated by an 
insane belief that the acquisition of the 
Philippines must be dangerous because 
England does not object to it would have 
listened patiently to the wild, rambling 
rant of Gompers. He has no hostility to 
England, but he pretends te-fear that the 
quasi-monopoly of the labor unions will 
be interfered with by expansion. He told 
the workingmen in the audience that Amer- 
ican labor will be degraded if Filipinos, 
who never will come to this country, are 
governed by Americans. Trade and com- 
merce between this country and the Phil- 
ippines and China will be increased if the 
islands are retained. That will mean more 
work for American wage-workers. ne 

Gompers pretended to fear the coming 
of a day when Filipinos, enlisted in the 
regular army, would be called on to shoot 
down American wage-earners. He would 
have produced a greater effect on his audi- 
ence had he suggested the possibility of 
Filipinos being imported to take the places 
on the police force and in other branches 
of the municipal service held by Irish- 
Americans now. But absurd as his state- 
ment was about importing Filipino soldiers, 
his audience took it all:in. It was in a 
mood to believe that anything might hap- 
pen if the United States did something 
which England did not look on with dis- 
favor. Men actuated by such notions are 
undeserving of much attention. Their res- 
olutions count for nothing, for they do not 
express the views of men who think first 
and last of America and American in- 
terests. 


EXCESSIVE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS, 

The special assessment law provides thet 
where a street is to be improved the owners 
of a majority of the frontage may do the 
work themselves on certain conditions. 
The most important one is that they bind 
themselves to do it for 10 per cent less thav 
the lowest bid made by any responsible cou- 
tractor. This provision of the law is not 
taken advantage of often by property- 
owners. It seems to be difficult to get the 
owners of a majority of the frontage to 
agree to take the bother.- If they could 
agree they would be able to reduce their 
assessments considerably. 

Some vitrified brick pavement was laid 
on the North Side recently, the contractor 
being employed directly by private indi- 
-yiduals. The expense was about $100 for 
each twenty-five foot lot. Had the paving 
been done by the city the expense would 
have been $150 or more per idt, and the 
specifications would not have called for 
quite as good a pavement. That is one 
instance of the expengiveness of city mav- 
agement. .To that may be added the state- 
ment of the sewer builder who told a large 
property-owner who wished to have a 
sewer built that the cost would be $56,000 
if built for the city and $40,000 if built on 
private account. 

Why should there be such a difference? 
One reason is because property-owners are 
taxed to pay the salaries of an army of 
officials who pretend to render services ‘n 
connection with special assessments. The 
appropriations made by the Council last 
year under the head of “ Board of Local 
Improvements” aggregated $243,000, “ to 
be paid from receipts from special] assess- 
ments.” Stationery and printing took $3,000 
and “expert witness fees and éosts ” $27,- 
600, All the rest went for salaries. Chictf 
inspectors, assistant chief inspectors, gep- 
eral inspectors, subpaving inspectors, 
mason inspectors, and house drain inspec- 


tots were given $95,928. Same of them were 


What 


be bribed .by them. ~A few may have earned 
their wages. The property-owners got next 
to nothing for their $95,928, 


excessive. specinl assessment expenses, 
which the municipal authorities could cut 
down greatly if they chose to do so, by 
dispensing with useless employés, there is 
too much difference between the prices 
at which contractors.are willing to do 
work for private parties and the prices 
they charge when doing the work for the 
city. Cohtractors get theif mopey as 
promptly in one case asin theother, There 
is no good reason for any. difference in 
price. Yet ‘the difference exists and the 
Board of Local Improvements is held re- 
sponsible for it. ; 

The charge is made that the heavy esti- 
mates of cost of the Engineering depart- 
ment are one great cause of the excessive 
payments which property-owners are com- 
pelled to make. It is charged that if the 
estimates were lower, contractors would 
not be tempted to make as unreasonably 
high bids as they do. At last the board 
has been driven to take cognizance of these 
complaints. It has given orders that esti- 
mates for assessments shall be based on a 
price determined by the average price of 
the last three contracts, with 15 per ceut 
added. That 15 per cent is to cover con- 
tingencies, such as fluctuations in the cost 
of material and of labor. . 

If this order is carried out in good faith 
the property-owners will be benefited 
materially. It remains to be seen whether 
the Board of Local Improvements will live 
up to a resolution which is designed to 
modify greatly the old-fashioned and ex- 
pensive way of making assessments. Prop- 
erty-owners will wait for results before 
thanking the board. 


GENERAL EAGAN’S DISMISSAL. 


scarcely have done otherwise than find 
Commissary General Eagan guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, and hence of conduct prejudicial to 
good order and military discipline, and, hav- 
ing found him guilty as charged, it had 
no alternative but to sentence him to dis- 
missal from the United States army. The 
deliberate and written attack in which he 
declared that his superior, General Miles, 
“lies in his heart, lies in every hair of 
his head, lies willfully, deliberately, inten- 


sentence and nothing short of it. 

So flagrant a misdemeanor and breach 
of discipline required prompt and stern 
treatment and the military court has done 
its duty with swiftness and decision, There 
was none of the exasperating and useless 
delay that is so familiar in the proceedings 
of civil courts. In this respect the court- 
martial is an exemplary model from which 
the civil judiciary might learn some salutary 
lessons. 

That this is one of the cases in which 
the punishment fits the crime there cannot 
be a shadow of doubt. But whether or 
not there may be alleviating circumstances 
justifying Executive clemency is not so 
clear a matter. The court could not go 
back of the undisputed evidence before it, 
and the evidence called for the sentence as 
passed, in accordance with the articles of 
war that had been violated. The Presi- 
dent, however, into whose hands the case 
now goes, has unlimited power either of 
revision or of pardon. There is not the 
slightest probability that he will reverse 
the decision or annul the sentence of dis- 
miseal. General Kagan’s active service in 
the army is undoubtedly at an end. Nothing 
can change the fact of his unfitness, in 
whatever light his unfortunate outburst 


ficient ground in General EKagan’s mental 
state to lfghten the disgrace of the discharge 
in some degree, 

There are many things to indicate that 
General Eagan is not at present in entire 
control of all his faculties. If his out- 
rageous attack on General Miles does not 
in itself indicate as much, his subsequent 
abject withdrawal and his utter lack of 
coherent purpose would seem to indicate it. 
His friends claim that he has been over- 
worked, and certainly Secretary Alger’s 
admission that all the work of mobilizing 
the army was done after April 25 would 
go to substantiate such a claim. That the 
Commissary department was not competent 
to swing the task allotted to it was proved, 
at any rate, beyond a peradventure. | 
If the President shall determine, eithe1 
thfough a medical board or otherwise, that 
General Eagan’s misdemeanor arose out of 
d failure of ‘mental powers, no one would 
find fault with him for mitigating the sen- 
tence of the court-martial by placing Gen- 
eral Hagan upon the retired list as being 
physically or mentally incapacitated for 
duty. The welfare of the army service de- 
mands that Eagan shall leave it, but this 
is no reason why his sentence should be 
unjustly severe. If he is in full possession 
of- his faculties, the sentence as it stands 
is just and deserved. If he is temporarily

The ‘action of the Indiana

InG BILL in Governor Mount’s 
KILLED InN’ anti-lynching Dill is in no 


way to be taken as being 
sympathetic toward mob 
law. The reasons assigued for its defeat 
are that the country members objected to 
being taxed for the crimes of a mob, and 
did not beleve the bill, if it became a law, 
would assist in putting a stop to lynchings, 
The latter doubtless was the more potent 
of the two reasons. Mobs ordinarily are 
made up of irresponsible persons who would 
not eare whether the county was mulcted 
$5,000 or not. The better element of the 
mob—if there should be a “‘ better element ’’ 
—would not allow such a consideration to 
interfere with the violence of aroused pas- 
sions. The remedy proposed by the Gov- 
ernor was an inadequate one. Another 
Governor—Sayres of Texas, recently inau- 
gurated—has called the attention of the 
Legislature to mob law. He mentions the 
frequency of whitecapism and urges the 
Legislature to take steps to put down “ cow- 
ardly and brutal crime, availing itself of 
the darkness of the night.” 


THE PRINT PAPER MONOPOLY. 
Where competition exists reductions in 
the cost of manufacture of a commodity 
are participated in speedily by consumers. 


INDIANA. 


‘The competing manufacturers inevitably 


lower their prices. That is not the case, 
however, when production is controlled by 
@ monopoly. It is announced that several 
of the large mills owned by the Internation- 
al Paper company, which practically mo- 
nopolizes the manufacture of print paper 
in this country, have reduced decidedly the 
cost of making paper. But the price is not 
lowered, though it has been put up from 
15 to 18 per cent since the business fell into 
the hands of a “ combine.” 

It is stated also that since the close of 
the war the demand for paper has fallen off 
considerably. If competition had not been 
stifled the different mills would endeavor 
to stimulate the demand by lowering prices. 
The International Paper company does not 
pursue that policy. While maintaining the 
excessive price of paper at home, where it 
has a monopoly, it is pressing the sale of its 
product in England, Germany, Australia, 
and other foreign markets. It does not hes- 
itate to reduce prices there to make sales. 
During last year it sold abroad nearly 
8 million doNars’ worth of paper.. 

It is stated also that “the pulp trade is 
being enlarged by the shipping of surplus 
pulp to England, where there is a good de- 
mand and better prices for it than in this 
coumtry.” There is a heavy duty on wood 
pulp so as to protect the American manu- 
facturers, but they seem to need no protec- 
tion when they were able to export last year 
over half a million dollars” worth of pulp 
and are increasing the quantity they send 
abroad. } 

The duties on print paper and wood pulp 
produce little revenue. Evidently they are 
not needed to protect those two industries 
from destruction .by foreign competition. 
Those duties serve no other purpose than 
to enable a monopoly to extort excessive 
prices from domestic consumers and make 
books and newspapers dear. While exact- 
ing high prices at home it charges low 
prices abroad, and Germans and English- 
men pay less for American-made paper than 
Ameri¢ans do. The legislation which per- 
mits that is vicious legislation and should 
not be allowed to stand.

DeatTu or i. bor, Mich., of the aged Pot- 
CHIEF tawatomie chief, Simon Po- 
POKAGON kagon, should have at least 


a passing interest for Chi- 
cagoans. Pokagon himself was an Indian of 
unusual force and mental ability, and the 
fact that he passed through the marked at- 
tention given him at the World's Fair with- 
out having his head turned is proof that he 
had much stability of character. Chicago's 
chief interest in Pokagon arises out of the 
fact that it was from his father, Leopold 
Pokagon, that the land on which Chicago 
stands was secured by treaty from the Pot- 
tawatomies in 1833. The old chief who has 
just died was widely known, not only in 
Michigan, where the remnant of his tribe still 
lives, but also in Chicago and in Washington. 
He was an educated man and wrote severai 
articles for Eastern magazines, besides birch 
bark booklets and tracts in defense of his 
dwindling people. He spent many of the 
best years ‘of his life in trying to collect a 
Pottawatomie claim of $100,000 from thd 
government, and he lived long enough to see 
it distributed among his people—and to get 
their ill-will because he did not procure more 
for them after they had drank and-gambled 


that away. The almost utter isolation of the 


old chief, who was far above the abject speci- 
mens of his tribe to whom he devoted so 
much of his energy, appealed strongly to all 
who knew him. | | 


AID FOR NEEDY SOLDIERS. 

Colonel Turner has done weil to call at- 
tention to the unhappy plight of some of the 
boys of the “dandy First’ who fought at 
Santiago and who are now in actual need 
of food. Whether Congress is able to do 
anything fur these unfortunate heroes or 
not, prompt measures should be taken by 
Chicago citizens to relieve the distress 
among these soldiers. Not a single man of 
them should be allowed to starve or suffer 
for need of medical assistance any longer. 
Naturally they are not going around with 
the tale of their sufferings placarded on 
their breasts, but Colonel Turner has 
shown that scores of the members of the 
First are hungry, sick, discouraged, and 
unable to get employment. It is the duty 
of Chicago to seek out the individuals whose 
patriotism has brought them into such a 
condition and to see that they get aid while 


they are sick and employment after they 


are well, 

It is well-known that three-fourths of 
those who came back from Cuba have been 
afflicted with malaria and low fevers ever 
since. Oolonel Turner’s own experience in 
this regard is a fair example of the depress- 
ing results of the Cuban campaign upon the 
health of the men. Add to.this the fact 
that many of the volunteers who left good 
business positions to go to war found*the 
places filled upon their return and have 
been unable to get employment. Some 
have been too ill to work, and others have 
been too much discouraged by ill-health to 
regain their former grasp on business. 
Meantime the physicians’ bills have been 
mounting up, and their scanty army earn- 
ings ‘have long ago disappeared for bread 


| and medicine. Many of the men and their 


families are actually suffering. This is not 
the way that American people are wont to 
teward patriotic services. 

Without doubt the state of affairs that 
exists among the members of the First Reg- 
iment will also be found to exist among 
those of Ahe other regiments that went to 
the front.. These men should be looked 
‘after and should: be pulled through their 


difficulties. The slight aid which the Army 


and Navy league is able to give thetn is not 
‘enotigh. Soiie provision ought to be made 
‘for relieving the sick ex-volunteers of the 
burden of doctors’ bills. Their sickness 1s a 
direet result of the campaign, and the bills 
ought to bé paid by the nation and not by 
‘the individual soldiers. Comgress can- 
‘not see its way clear to meet this legitimate 
item of war expense the proverbial ingrat- 
itude of republics*will have to be overcome 


by private subscription. Let the Army and 


Navy league start a movement for the im- 
mediate relief of suffering Chicago soldiers 


and‘ it will meet a prompt and hearty re- 


sponse from the citizens of every rank. 
SUSAN B. ANTHONY'S PENDULUM. 


Susan B. Anthony hes vent out a solemn | 
note of warning to her sex. The yenerable 


leader of the suffragists has discovered that 
the tyrant man was only seotched, not 
killed; that he has sufficiently revived to 
be on the track again; and that he is mak- 
ing “one grand, supreme effort to assert his 
supremacy oyer women,” “ It looks,” says 
Susan, “ almost like a receding wave of 
civilization,” but in reality “it is only the 
old prejudice of man cropping up again, for 
it aide hard and it is making a strong fight 
before dissolution.” 

After sounding this clear note of warning 
Susan holds out a possibility of. hope. 


“While all these things really look like a 


receding wave of civilization, I think in 
reality it is the backward swing of the 
pendulum of evolution, which, while con- 


stantly moving backward and forward, ever } 


makes for eternal progress.” When the 
pendulum of her somewhat mixed metaphor 
moves forward again Susan is of opinion 
it will have gathered such momentum that 
it will stop but little short of the millennium 
for lovely woman, and there will be an end 
of the tyrant man, at least of his capabili- 
ties for oppression, if not of the monster 
himself. AH this is conditional, however, 
and the condition named by Susan shows 
that she is reddy for business at the old 
stand if the customers will only come for- 
ward. “If this theory of evolution is true, 
as I believe it to be, this backward swing is 
necessary for the further progress of wom- 


‘an, for it is woman herself who is now 


standing in her own light. By this I mean 
her indifference to the right of suffrage. If 
she unanimously demanded this right at 
the hand of man it would be speedily 
granted.” 

Susan is unquestionably correct when she 
complains that women have become indif- 
ferent to the rights of suffrage. The suf- 
frage societies have disorganized or have 
gone to sleep. The platform advocates are 
mute. The soroses have turned into sew- 
ing bees or tea fights. What has become 
of the Leases, and Livermores, and Gages, 
and Blakes, and Stantons, and Mary Walk- 
ers who used to keep the atmosphere reso- 
nant with their clamor as they swept along 
in the wild huntforman? But, to bring the 
case to a still finer point, what has Susan B. 
Anthony herself been doing these last 
dozen years? She wants women to wake 
up, but has she herself not been dozing? 
Has she not been sleeping on her arme and 
allowed the Philistines their opportunity? 
The women will be aptgo talk back and 
ask this leader, whom they have trusted, 
if she has not been forgetful of her duty, 
if she has not yielded to the longings of 
the female instinct, if she has not been led 
astray by the temptations of the fashion- 


plate, the fashionable tearoom, the boudoir 


of luxury, and the opera boxes of the rich, 
where she has been seen in company with 
assorted specimens of the tyrant man? 


While she has dallied with these dangers, 


is it at all strange that her weaker follow- 


ers should have lost heart and also suc- | 


cumbed to the blandishments of the monster 
and the enjoyment of those little luxuries 
and effeminacies which are so comforting 
to the sex? 

But if Susan B. Anthony has really waked 
up and is about to take to the warpath 
again, it will behoove man to gird on his 
armor lest the forward swing of the pen- 
dulum shall send him to the demnition 
bowwows. Let him heed the menace of 
these words: “ Would it not be more to the 
purpose for man to so order his own life 
that the future generations may not de- 
®elop a race of pigmies who will have to 
mate with a race of Amazons, intellectually 
as well as physically?’ But if the future 
man is to be a pigmy, and the future woman 
is to be an Amazon, why should Susan wish 
man to order his life differently? Still the 
outlook is a suggestive one, and in view of 
the recrudescence of the suffrage faction 
and the alarining way in which the women’s 
clubs are monopolizing all the avenues of 
knowledge, it is in order for men to look 
out for the swing-back of Susan’s pendulum. 
Forewarned is forearmed. 


GERMAN ATTACK ON GOETHE. 

A certain Chaplain Schaedler of Bam 
berg, a Centrist leader in the German 
Reichstag, has been trying to demolish the 
fame of Goethe. His task suggests that of 
a fussy little woodpecker that sets about 
felling a massive oak tree. His pecking 
no doubt sounds loud in his own éars, but 
its effect is not otherwise remarkable. 

The name and fame of Goethe are stead- 
ily increasing, and today the whole civilized 
world joins in the judgment that the author 
of “ Faust ”, was not only the greatest poet 
but also the greatest thinker that Germany 
has ever produced. For a German to at- 
tack him as bitterly as this obscure member 
of the Reichstag has done is curious—per- 
haps it would bé better to say humorous. 
Goethe is the idol of Germany, and well he 
may be. He is the one personality in Ger- 
man literature great enough to fill the em- 


pire which he never saw, and modern enough 


to satisfy the hearts of a generation on 
which he never looked. Théugh Goethe 
died in 1832 at Weimar, he dominates mod- 
ern Germany more thoroughly than any 
other writer. There is scarcely an expres- 
sion or idea in “ Faust ” that is not a house- 
hold word among educated Germans. The 
reason is that Goethe was the apostle of 
modery thought. As Homer uttered the 
spirit of antiquity, Dante that of the middle 
ages, and Shakspeare that of the Renais- 
sance, so Goethe voiced the inmost spirit 
of the modern age of self-culture. 

As an effort is now being made in the 
United States to raise money for a Goethe 
monument in Germany, the attack of the 
Reichstag chaplain may be regarded with 
more interest than it would otherwise de- 


serve, Count Carolath, it appeafs, has in- | 


troduced a bill to appropriate $20,000 for 
a Goethe monument in Strasburg, the city 
where Goethe met Herder and learned to 
admire Shakspeare’s works. _The year or 
two that Goethe spent in Strasburg marked 
the turning point in bis life and made his 
subsequent intellectual achievements pos- 
sible. It is not strange that his admirers 
should wish to erect 2 monument in that 
city, or that Count Qarolath should have 
grown eloquent in prise of Goethe. But 
the aforesaid chaplain, it seems, replied in 
a bitter speech in which he denounced 
Goethe's life, character, and motives, de- 


elaring Goethé’s works a part of Germany’s*| the 


immoral literature. 


‘The trouble with this little chaplain is, 


that he cannot put Goethe into his pint cup. 
'The large-hearted and wide-visioned phi- 


Josopher is perpétually breaking through the 


‘petty metes and bounds of conventionality. 
His “ Faust ” is too big to fit neatly into the 


“cHaplain’s ‘creed; perhaps. Or perhaps it 
| is the “ Sorrows of Werther ” that trouble 
_the pious German statesman-—the book that: } 


wrung from the world oceans of sentimental] 
tears and girdled the earth with love-lorn 
suicides. Well, perhaps “ Werther” was 4 
youthful indiscretion, but it was morbid 
rather than immoral, and it was amply and 
ably atoned for by Goethe’s cheery and 
helpful philosophy in bis later works and 


‘life. Though Goethe broke through the 


petty restraints of conventional society in 
his youth, his life could by no stretch of 
fancy be justly called immoral. Indeed, 


few men of anything like his masterful | 


genius have left .records as nearly exem- 
plary as-Goethe. 

The clerical narrowness that can com 
demn Goethe’s works as immoral is of 
the same sort as that. which counts the 
layman’s reading of the Bible a misde- 
meanor or asin. Goethe's works inculcat+ 
self-culture, self-reliance, self-fnstruction. 
They call for independence of thought, 
without regard to class or creed. In this 
they are the soul and voice of the modern 
time, and the reactionist who cries out 
against h is like the bat that maligns 
the sun for shining too shamelessly. The 
sun will go on shining and Goethe will go 
on reigning over German hearts, long. after 
the little chaplain is forgotten, _ 


BUILDING UP ZION. 

A recent report made to the State de- 
partment by the American Consul at Beirut 
gives some late and interesting information 
concerning thé growth of the Jewish popula- 
tion of Palestine. Twenty years ago there 
were only about 14,000 Jews in the Holy 
Land. There are 40,000 now out of a total 
population of 200,000, 


This great gain is due largely to “ as- 


sisted immigration.” There are ay in 
Palestine about 5,000 Jews who inhabit 
the twenty-two colonies which have been 
founded during the last twenty years by 
European Jewish associations. Probably 
not one of those 5,000 souls would be in the 
Holy Land now but for the aid of co- 
ligionists. These colonists are doing well. 
They grow grapes, olives, almonds, apd 
cereals. Dairying is carried on profitably 
at one of the colonies, At another experi- 
ments have been made in tea planting. At 
another there is an excellent agricultural 
school. 

Ignorant persons have assertedeoften that 
Jews would not take to farming, even if 
they had the opportunity to do so, which 
is denied them in countries like Russia. 
It has been contended that “ the genius of 
the race ” demanded other fields of action— 
that Jews must be merchants, large or 
small, or money-changers, or speculators. 
The success of these Palestine colonies 
ought to convince everybody that Jews will 
make good farmers and gardeners, eveu 
when the conditions are in some respects 
discouraging. | 

The governnient which these colonists 
have over them is a Turkish government. 
It is therefore necessarily and inevitably 
bad. Taxes are oppressive. Official’ are 
corrupt and Brtitei: Protection for person 
and property is not always to be had. ‘The 
Turkish officials dislike Jewish immigra- 
tion. They do what ‘they can to limit it, 
while it must be evident to them that im- 
migration which makes waste vacant fields 
fertile must make the country more pro 
perous.

now, though it was once. There are exten- 
sive areas east of the Jordan once densely 
settled, but uninhabited now. Theré are 
no forests to be cleared and no savages to 
be subdued. There are tens of thousands 
of Jewish families in Russia and elsewhere 
in Europe who can be settled on those lands 
when Turkish permission is given, much 
more cheaply than on lands in Argentina. 

And such is the strength of the Zicnist 


_ feeling among Jews in Europe that, other 
things being equal, they would much rather 
go to Palestine than to Argentina. They 


may not have any clearly-defined ideas 
about setting up a Jewish government 
after the pattern of any of those destribed 
in the Old Testament, either priestly or 
regal. They may not have their hearts set 
on rebuilding the temple. But a sentiment 
causes them to look on the Holy Land as 
they look on no other country, as they can- 
not look on a country where they have 
been persecuted. So the greater the number 
who can get to Palestine to cultivate the 
ground and dwell under their own vines 
and fig trees, the better for them, and the 
better for Palestine, — :

ESPITE the talk of disarmament in- 
dulged in by the Czar and Mr. Stead. 
there are no signs of it so far as naval 
development is concerned. All of 

the great powers of the world, the United 
States not excepted, are planning to greatly 
increase their naval strength during fhe 
year 1899, and most of them have programs 
mapped out for two or three years ahead 
that are as extensive as their subjects are 
able to stand. 

Great Britain’s endeavor is to have a 
stronger fleet than any two other European 
nations combined, and her statesmen declare 
that it is éssential to the retention of her 
position as mistress of the seas. 

France declares, through Minister Lock- 
roy, that France shall have a navy as great 
as any two other powers excepting England. 
, The Kaiser aims to overtake France, 
which has a long start of his empire. Rus- 
sia wants to be stronger than any other 
nation, except England, and finds that the 
gaining of a Pacific port, which has followed | 
her recent diplomatic triumphs, makes 
necessary the maintenance of a formidable 
fleet in Asiatic waters. 

Italy, already impoverished by the burden 
of supporting the armament made neéces-. 
sary by her attempt to pose as a first-class 
power and bear herself with the other mem- 
bers of the triple alliance, gazes at her 
empty pockets and seeks to devise new ways

States, the extraordinary naval program in- 
cludes the Persesviet and Oslayya, com- 
pleting at St. Petersburg. A coast defense 
ship of the Apraxine type is in hand at 
St. Petersburg, and the battleship Kniaz 
Potemkine Tavritchevsky at Nicolaieff, also 
the cruiser Gromoboi, 12,336 tons, at St.

Apraxine are ready. Three first-class 
cruisers, Diana, Pallada, and Aurora, of 
6,500 tons, are in hand at Neva, where the 
twelve destroyers mentioned are to be built.

FRANCE ON THE SEAS. 


It would do well if Russia coulé get her 
men as well as her ships abroad. Her sea- 
men are not good—indeed, it is said that 
those on the Black Sea are seasick in rough 
water, as in that land-looked water they 
never have any real experience of “ life on 
the ocean wave.” The Russiane are not’a 
seafaring folk, and the conscripts, though 
good enough for military service, make poor | 
seamen. They are slow to learn and stupid 
—just the sort of men one doesn’t want on 
a modern warship. the recent maneuvers 
on the Baltic they showed their inefficiency 
when two-thirds of the thirty torpedo craft 
broke down through the incompetence of the 
engineers and the stokers. Their target 
practice is bad ashore, but it was said to be 
about twenty times worse than that of the 
Spaniards at the battle of Manila when- 
tried at sea in the Baltic maneuvers. The 
best seamen are the Finns and Germans of 
the Baltic, but these are unwilling and hence 
stubborn, while they resent the degrading , 
conditions of Russian naval life and would 
be a poor dependence in time of war. The 
Czar is endeavoring to hit upon some device 
by which to improve the personnel, but such 
a bill as Congressman Foss got through the 
House would not answer the purpose in 
Russia.

Two oth he 
Henry IV., 8,948 tons and 17 knots, and the 
Jena, 12,052 tons and 18 knots—will be fin-

will be completed in 1899, but six, from 9,500 
tons to 11,270 tons, will be ready in 1901 and 
four others in 1902. Five foreign service 
cruisers will be completed by next spring, 
while another will be ready in 1900. One gun- 
boat,two torpedo boat destroyers of 23 knots, 
and seven of 26 knots will be completed for 
sea before the endof the present year. Next 
year one 13-knot and six 26-kKnot destroyers 
will be placed in commission, and in 1899 
twenty-six first-class 24-knot torpedo boats, 
six portable torpedo boats, and two small 
torpedo boats. 

These increases show that the French 
navy will gain forty-eight ships in 1900 
and twenty-one in 1901. France will then 
still be ahead of Engiand in torpedo boats, 
while the disproportion in regard to larger

The buliding of ships ard the ying 
of munitions of war are not the only signs 
of increased French interest in naval mat- 
ters. Lockroy found that the channel and 
Mediterranean squadrons were congeries of 
vessels of types and speeds so widely dif- 
ferent that profitable evolutions were often 
out of the question.

to avoid a quarrel with England. But if 
such a quarrel ever occurred, Germany 
would have. to look for allies among the 
other powers and that these would esti- 
mate the yalue of an alliance with Ger- 
many with reference to its strength as a 
naval power. It was also contended that 
a strong fleet. was essential to Germany’s 
colonial policy and her rapid commercial 
growth.

ITALY IS EMBARRASSED. 


The battleships at present in hand are 
the Kaiser Friedrich III. (11,113 tons), 
Kaiser Wilhelm II., and the reliefs, Kintg 
Wilhelm and Kaiser, all of the same class. 
A relief ship for the Deutschland is also 
proposed. The armored cruisers are the 
Fiirst Bismarck and Ersatz Prinz Adalbert, 
while the new protected cruisers are the 
Freya (5,650 tons), and Hertha, Victoria, 
Luise, Hansa, and Vineta, of the same 
class, and of 2,650 tons, and there are a 
number of gunboats. | 

The new armored cruiser to replace the 
old Prinz Adalbert will, resemble the First 
Bismarck, being of 10,650 tons displacement 
and 3938 feet long, with 66 feet 9 inches beam. 
Its armament will consist of four 9.4-inch, 
tweive 5.9-inch, and twenty small rapid 
firing guns. A speed of nineteen knots is 
expected. The cruisers of the Freya class 
are of a type new to the German navy and 
displace 5,650 tons, being 344 feet 6 inches 
long, with 57 feet beam. They will be armed 
with two 8.2-inch, eight 6-inch, 10 3.4-inch, 
and ten 1.4-inch guns, while ‘three sub- 
merged torpedo tubes will be fitted to the 
vessel. Eight torpedo boats are to be built 
during the year. 

Italy has a shipbuilding program, but 
financial difficulties prevent its prosecution. 
Spain and Portugal are in the same plight. 
They want ships, but they have not the 
money. 

Upon Queen Wilhelmina’s enthronement 
she immediately began to devise plans for 
a new navy for Holland. The present ships 


are much too old for service and the hulls of 


some are decayed, while their boilers and 
engines are useless. The young Queen pro- 
poses a complete reconstitution of the fleet 
to be brought about gradually. The pro- 
gram adopted provides for the expenditure 
of $24,000,000 during thirteen years, the 
‘money to be spent for six armored ships, 
twelve protected cruisers, six monitors, fif- 
teen gunboats, and thirty-two torpedo boats. 
Three cruisers are to be completed in 1900. 
Austria-Hungary’s internal troubles are @ 
serious embarrassment to any naval prog 
reps, although the govermment declares that 
the Austrian vessels are so old that the na- 
tion is rapidly losing its place among the 
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powers. The plan is for a fleet of fifteen 
armorclads of from 6,000 to 9,000 tons, seven 
cruisers of from 4,000 to 7,000 tons, and seven 
others between 1,500 and 2,500 tons, with 
fifteen torpedo boat destroyers and ninety 
torpedo Voats. They will cost 35,000,000 
florins, and the expenditures will be spread 
out over a period of ten years. 

Denmark is buiiding a coast defense ship 
of 1,500 tons and two torpedo boats, while 
work is about to begin on an armored coast 
defense ship of 5,000 tons. . 

Sweden and Norway decided upon a naval 
program fourteen years ago by which 1,900,- 
000 crowns should be spent annually for new 
ships. But progress has been slow. Two 
small Swedish armorclads are being built 
and others of the same type are likely to be 
constructed. Norway is building a heavily 
armored ship of the type of the Harald and 
‘the Haarfagre, which is being constructed 
on the Tyne, where the other two were built. 

Since its advent as a world power Japan 
has prepared to increase its navy. During 
the last year the naval program, which has 
been much discussed, was finally settled, and 
it has been decided to spend $60,000,000 dur- 
ing a term of years, and this money will be 
used in the construction of nineteen vessels 
ané@ 100 torpedo craft. There ‘will be four 
battleships, six cruisers of 9,700 tons, three 
second-class cruisers of 4,800 tons, two third- 
class cruisers of 3,200 tons, three torpedo 
gunboats of 1,200 tons, one torpedo depot 
ship of 6,750 tons, eleven destroyers, and 
eighty-nine other torpedo boats. Two ofthe 
battleships, the Yashimi and Fuji, have re- 
cently been built in England and are nearly 
ready for service, while two others are under 
construction in the same country. Those 
built are of 14,850 tons, while the Shikishima 
and Asahi, upon which work has hardly 
begun, will be of about 15,200 tons each. 
Three of the armored cruisers are also being 
built in England—the Asama, Tokiha, and 
an unnamed vessel of thesame type. Two 
other first-class cruisers are in hand at Stet- 
tin and Rochefort, while the Kasagi and 
Chitose are American built. Twelve of the 
torpedo boats are being built in Europe— 
eight in England and four in Germany. 


BRITAIN’S MIGHTY FLEET.

The editor, Rich- 
ard J. Hinton, was the intimate friend and 
enthusiastic admirer of this strange genius, 
but ati the same time he does not attempt to 
pide his faults. 

He fs, however, charitable towards them. 
His argument is that a blow on the head re- 
ceived when he was a young man accounts 
for the temporary dementia from which 
Realf suffered. The blow was no doubt de- 


served, if Mr. Hinton gives the rightful . 


cause, though he sets it down to the pride of 


glass rather than to righteous indignation. 
It seems that Realf, when a young man of. 


19 or thereabouts, was the cause of the ruin 
of a young lady in the household of a gen- 
erous patron. The brother of the girl in- 
ficted severe punishment upon Realf and 
drove him from under the roof he had dis- 
honored. From that time he never seemed 
guite sane in his conduct. The punishment, 
unfortunately, did not have the effect of 
mending his morals, though it nearly broke 
his head. 

Certainly Realf was a strange genius. He 
was born of “ poor, but honest,’’ parents in 
England. Two of his sisters lived out in 
service, and he, too, at one time lived'in a 
menial capacity in a gentleman’s household. 
At an early age he began to,scribble verses, 
and these attracted the attention of well- 
meaning people, who did their best to spoil 
him, and who succeeded in so doing. They 
did not realize what it meant toa lad who 
came from the servant class suddenly to find 
himself lifted out of servitude and made a 


pet of by the aristocracy of his neighbor- |. 


hood. One lady in particular not only took 
him into her family but showered gold and 
jewels upon him. Be 


After his misconduct, however, all turned 
their backs upon him and he became a 
social outcast, and after the manner of social 
outcasts he sailed for America. 


One of the best friends that Realf ever had 


was the famous divine, the Rev. Frederick 
W. Robertson, and another good who 
befriended him was Mr. Pease of the Five 
Points House of Industry. Realf was ém- 
ployed at the latter place for some sixteen 
months, but the tramp blood was in him, and 
he drifted to the South, and then to Kansas. 
In that State Mr. Hinton met him, and from 
the day of their meeting to the end they were 
devoted friends. 

Realf seems to have hada genius for mak- 
ing friends, as he had for marrying. Three 

_ wives are set down as his share, all, I believe, 
living at the same time. He was also liberal 
minded in the matter of religions. What- 
ever was new attracted his attention, and 
he tried it for a time. Given to drink, he be- 
came a temperance lecturer, and no doubt he 
was sincere in a desire to show up the horrors 
of rum. 

Always on the lookout for excitement, 
mental or physical, Realf joined John 
Brown's raiders and had a hand in the fight 
at Harper’s Ferry. Lafer on he enlisted in 
thé war and served with no Mttle distinction. 
In the army he made friends among the offi- 
cers, who were attracted by his gift for 
verse and a certain side of his character 
that seems to have been extremely winning. 
On the other hand, he is charged with actual 
dishonesty in money matters. Mr. Hinton 
would have us believe that -there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances, but he does not 
make them quite clear. 


There is no Genying Realf's gifts, but ha 
does seem to have been even a madder man 
of letters than Edgar Allan Poe. He made 
friends with the lowest of the low, and at tho 
same time some of his warmest admirers 
were among the clergy. The late David 
Swing was one of these, and to him he ad- 


dressed this poem: 
[DAVID SWING.]. 
For souls like thine, coined of creative fire, 
Blectric with quick instincts—it is hard

One of 


the first acts was to build a new workshop of brick on North

SHEATHING WARSHIPS. 


Confronts Naval Con- 


_ Bottoms of Sea Fighters With 


Planking and 


IFTY millions of dollars—as much 


as was provided for both arms of 


the service by the national defense 
act of last year—has been asked of 
- Congress for the increase of the navy, 
and fifteen of the finest ships of the four 
most serviceable types are to be built and 
armed out of that sum. 
There will be three battleships of 13,500 
tons each—improved versions of the new 
_ Maine, Ohio, and Missouri; three armored 
cruisers of 12,000 tons, bettered forms of the 
‘Cristobal Colon; three protected cruisers of 
6,000 tons, Tmproved Olympias; and six 
‘simple cruisers of 2,500 tons displacement, 
which are to be speedier and more powerful 
reproductions of the Detroit class. 
_ All of these vessels are to be of the highest 
attainments in points of speed, gun power, 
and radius of action, and all are to be 
sheathed and coppered—a radical and im- 
portant departure from our previous prac- 
tice—if we except the six small gunboats 
authorized three years ago, which, by the 
way, have splendidly demonstrated the 
efficacy of coppered bottoms when speed and 
constant efficiency were demanded. 
Of all the intended features for these new 
ships not one will be more vital to their 
economy and to their readiness to do their 
best at all times than the proposed sheath-~- 
ing. This is not a lesson of the late strife 
“with Spain, although emphasized by the 
stress of conflict, but something we have 


been facing ever since the new navy began - 


and even before that, in the few iron ships 
now classed among our ancient war craft. 
To sheathe a steel ship means to cover the 
vessel's bottom and sides, where exposed to 
the water, with a coating of pine planks 
“fastened by bolts to the structural or r 
“metal bottom. Over this planking copper 
in thin sheets is laid, forming @ smooth, 
polished, metallic surface. Unlike the steel, 
copper is but slightly affected by the action 
-of sea water, and that action; owing to the 
‘peculiar characteristics of the copper, helps 
to preserve the meta! bright and slippery. 


~ Just sixty years ago the first iron vessels 
were built in England, and at once trouble 
rew from the rapidity with -which their 
oms corroded or became fouled with 
“barnacies and seagrass in salt water—things 
practically unknown to woden craft, with 
their wetted surfaces sheathed with zinc or 
. copper plating. And so fearful had become 
the British Admiralty, about eight years 
“Jater, that it contemplated the sale of all 
of the navy’s iron vessels before their bot- 
toms should actually.fall out. The discov- 
ery of an anti-fouling, or, better, an anti- 
corrosive, paint saved the day and the ships, 
and, perhaps, the great development in iron 
».construction that later revolutionized the 
world. From anti-fouling paints—never of 
more than uncertain efficacy—sheathing fol- 
jJowed along the lines that gave the coppered 
“ wooden ship that peculiar immunity against 
aquatic accumulations, and today has 
guaranteed to the stéel craft the same free- 
dom and certainty of action enjoyed by our 
old “ wooden walls” in their independence

<The objections to this method of protec- 
tion have been based principally upon the 
added cost-of construction and the increased 
bulk of the craft and the greater power re- 
quired to drive it beyond that need fora 
ship of like dimensions in all but the sheath- 
ing, but when it is remembered that first.

The history of the Paint board, organized

of lost hopes of fortune. Despite the merits 
of the present system of sheathing, there is 
_@ vast fortune awaiting the man who dis- 
covers some composition, easily applied. that 
will. possess the properties and lasting 
features of copper plating, something that 
will do away with the wooden coating now 
indiepensable. 

The department’s attention has lately been 
called to a process that promises from the 
experimental stages of some years to revolu- 
tionize the system now in vogue,-and if 
government trials establish all the promoters 
claim, American cunning wilh get the 
palm after many long years of practically 
fruitless search. 

The new system makes use of the estab- 
lished. virtues of copper, but in a peculiar 
form, and when finished and applied to the 
hull will cost but one-third more than the 
outlay for the copper plating alone now 
used. Long years ago experiments estab- 
lished that unrefined copper resisted the 
action of sea water better than pure copper, 
but brittleness and stiffness prevailed 
against its use. 

The new. process takes adva - of this, 
and the copper is so applied that the objec- 

tionable features are done away with. The 
bottom is first coated with burlap soaked in, 
melted asphalt, which is rolled on in verti- 
cal strips, just as wallpaper is mounted. 
Over this more asphalt is applied, complete- 
ly waterproofing the metal and forming an 
insulation for the copper powder, which is 
not worked into the still softened asphalt. 
This copper is what is termed “ native cop- 
per *’—that is, in metallic form—just as it is 
found in our minés on Lake Superior, and is 
form it was ground after quar- 
ng, to be washed free of rom 
which it was separated. 


The asphalt is not acted upon by sea water, 
and, being somewhat elastic, yields to the 
flexing of the hull plating beneath without 
cracking, while the copper, being unrefined, 
has all of the non-corrosive virtues of plat- 
ing, which, of the same material, would be 
condemned on account of brittleness and 
wart of sufficient flexibility. This method

TO REVIVE BILLIARDS, 


Three Crack Amateurs Will Compete in the “ Gentles 
men’s Game” for Champicnship of United 
States Next Month in New York City. 


3 


HE billiaré tournament to decide the 
amateur championship of the United 
States will begin at the quarters of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, New 
York City, on Feb. 13, 1899, and last six 

days, being continued only in the event ofa 
tie for first place. 

Unusual is taken in this tourna~- 
ment among “ gentlemen” players 4s well 
as professionals, from the fact that the 
contestants are men Of affairs and fortune. 

The players engaged are three in number— 
Wilson P. Foss of Haverstraw, N. Y.; Mar- 
tin Mullen of Cleveland, O.; and Wayman 
Cc. McCreery of St. Louis. These men are 
beyond doupt the best amateurs, and can 
easily defeat their brethren, bar C. E. Elli- 
son of Chidago. Ellison entered the lists, 
but afterwards withdrew for reasons of his 
own, much to the dissatisfaction of his 
friends. In and about the big cities there 
are many amateurs of inferior grade, and 
when a championship tourney was talked 
of several of these gentlemen sought ad- 
mission. 

Warned of the sad fate of billiard tourna~- 
ments where deadwood ”’ clogged the 
| wheels, the Billiard committee of the Ama- 
teur Athletic union arranged matters to the 


ed the “ class B”’ tourney for the low-grade 
players. This affair was brought to 4 suc- 
cessful issue at the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, beginning Dec. 5, 1898, and returned as 
winner J. Byron Stark of New York, the 
Chicagoan, Alexander Taylor, being the 
runner-up, with J. De Mun Smith of St. 
Louis third. 

Stark, as the winner in “ class B,” became 
eligible to “‘ class A,”’ but declined the issue 
because of a fancied inferiority to Mullen, 
Foss, and McCreery, although he had beaten 
all amateur records in the matter of single 
average, with a mark of 10% at fourteen- 
inch balk line. 

Ellison had been supposed to have one 
chance in six of winning class A, yet his 
public performances are not higher of class 
than those of Stark. It may then be taken 
‘for granted that the big amateur meeting 
will be in. nowise injured by the absence of 
Ellison. 

For the first time in billiard history the 
best amateurs are now brought together. 
The three starters were dil declared inell- 
gible to a tournament held in New York 
City some years ago by the Racquet Court 
club,.and Orville Oddie, as the winner of 
this series of games, was declared to be the 
amateur champion of the United States, al- 
though McCreery was by nearly a discount 
the better player. In passing, it may beno- 
ticed that Mr. Oddie has never since been 
heard of in connection with amateur con- 
tests, although he is a younger man than 
any of the ‘‘ Big Three” of today. 


As there was an alleged taint of profes- 
sionalism about Foss, Mullen, .and Mc- 
Creery, although none of these gentlemen, 
like Mr. Oddie, ever insisted on being paid 


them. McCreery had some time or other 
engaged in a tournament with first-class 
professionals, Mullen was once a starter for 
the ‘Ohio State championship, while Foss, 
@s a poor boy, had brushed off a billiard 
table. It may be in deference to the present 
strong financial standing of the men con- 
cerned that they are now “ whitewashéd,”’ 
but certain is it that they never fitted the 
definition of professional.

It is thought that the amateurs may reach 
a grand average of 11, a single average of 
23, and a high run of 110. The length of 
game will be 400, or possibly 500 points. 
Each player will meet the others twice, and 
in case of a tie after six games are played 
the conditions call for a fight to a finish. 

Edward McLaughlin of New York will 
probably act as referee and marker. 

Wayman C. McCreery is now 48 years of 
age. His father is a wealthy merchant and 
real estate owner. The son was given a 
college education, and early showed signs 
of business ability, as well as culture. He 
always had a penchant for athletics and, 
when a young man, was “ handy with the 
gloves.’’ Today he is a man of magnificent 
physique, five feet eleven inches in height, 
and weighing over 200 pounds. “Hé is as gray 
as “‘ The Silver King.”’. He has been con- 
sidered the best amateur in the United 
States for twenty years. Three cushions 
owes its performance to him, and at this 
style of billiards he ranks with Jacob 
Schaefer.

Succeeded.in doing, after which he and 
his Wife toured Kansas and Oklahoma, in- 
Gucing people to go there and settle. Lots 
Weteisold to them for $5 each. Before long 
hey had several hundred people there. The 
Indians did not offer atiy ‘objection to the ar- 
“ival-of all these strangers, but the incursion 
BOt please them any too well.
